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State legislation preempts local 
Village will need home-rule 
powers for code of ethics

A far-reaching code of ethics that 


would establish an official policy on con- 
flict of interest will have to wait until 
Wheeling becomes a home-rule commu- 
nity, 'according to Village Atty. Paul 
Hamer 


In a report to the village board, Hamer 


said the village does not have the author- 
ity to pass ethics legislation that deals 
with conflict of interest. "The conflict of 
interest for elected officials is pre- 
empted by the state." he said. 


Hamer said any code of ethics ap- 


proved by the village could not be more 
stringent than state ethics legislation. 
"The only thing you could do would be to 
copy the state itatute on conflict of inter- 
est." he said. 


The code originally proposed by Vil- 


lage Pres Ted C. Scanlon and Village 
Mgr. George Passolt outlined specific 
conflicts that would not be permitted. It 
also would have established an ethical 
conduct boarri to rule on any conflicts 
that might arise.

By late afternoon, only about 20 per- 


sons had cast ballots in the uncontested 
race. 


Incumbent library board • members 


Larry 
Green. Wheeling, and Daniel 


Riess. Buffalo Grove, and newcomer Ar- 
thur Dobish. Wheeling, were the an- 
nounced candidates. 


GREEN WILL SERVE a four-year 


term and Riess and Dobish will fill the 
two six-year spots on the board. 


Kenneth Swanson, head librarian, said 


the turnout in this year's election is 
about average for all library board elec- 
tions, even in contested races. A total of 
99 ballots were cast in the last voting in 
1972. he said. 


"I guess it's usually the last thing 


people think about," Swanson said. 
"They may not think it's terribly impor- 
tant to appoint representatives to a li- 
brary board." 


Hamer said policies set forth in the 


proposed code of ethics 
cannot be 


enacted until Wheeling becomes a home- 
rule community.' At that time the village 
would assume power over several areas 
of government now controlled by the 
state. 


Wheeling will automatically become a 


home-rule community when it reaches a 
population of 25,000. The village popu- 
lation is now estimated at 21,000 people. 
Wheeling also could become home rule 
before reaching a 25,000 population fig- 
ure by calling for a referendum. 


Trustee Al Lang said he is unhappy 


with the situation. "The statutes some- 
times don't allow for common sense and 
they don't allow you to do things that are 
matter-of-fact," he said. "I still feel non- 
home-rule communities 
should 
have 


more of a free hand in managing the in- 
ternal affairs of the village." 


IN AN EFFORT to salvage as much as 


possible from the code of ethics, Lang 
has asked Hamer to draft a new code 
that would skirt the conflict of interest 
issue. 


"The only alternative we have is to put 


whatever we can in now and change it 
when we become home rule," he said, 
noting that such a code would be sig- 
nificantly weaker. 


The trustee also said that some of the 


conflict of interest policies can be in- 
corporated into a set of rules and regu- 
lations being developed by Passolt for 
appointed officials and employes. 
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Hamer said this approach 
probably 


will give the village more control over 
the conduct of 'appointed officials and 
employes. He said that the code of ethics 
as drafted was more applicable to elect- 
ed officials than others who work for the 
village. 


C 0 N F L I C T-0 F-INTEREST con- 


troversy in the village, however, has 
been centered on elected officials who 
would not be covered by the rules and 
regulations. Residents have repeatedly 
questioned the fact that Trustee William 
Hein is employed by Wheeling Auto 
Parts, Inc., 141 S. Milwaukee Ave., a 
firm that does extensive. business with 
the village. 


Hein has repeatedly voted in favor of 


village purchases from Wheeling Auto 
Parts and B.C. Auto Parts Inc. of Mun- 
delein. Gordon P Hein, the trustee's fa- 
ther, is president of both companies. 


The code was originally requested by 


the Employes Wage and Salary Com- 
mittee, that wanted some written stan- 
dards of conduct for the village. The 
committee, however, said the same g^al 
could be achieved by a specific set of' 
rules and regulations. 


The village board will review the re- 


vised code of ethics and the rules and 
regulations when they are completed.

To protect against political actions 
Plan village employe appeals board 


Wheeling village employes soon will 


have some protection against political 
firings, suspensions and demotions. 


The village board has approved a 


rough draft'of an ordinance creating an 
employe appeal board that would have 


final authority over any such matters. 
The ordinance is now being prepared by 
the village attorney and is scheduled for 
a final vote on April 22. 


The employes have been asking for the 


appeal bo^rd for more than three years, 


Village expecting to lose 
still more on bus operation 


"WHERE'D IT GO?"

urday morning program at Heritage Park uses pitching 
machines to give youngsters aged 7 to 14 a head start 
on the baseball seaton. 


Wheeing officials are expecting to lose 


more money on the village bus operation 
in 1974 than the $29,931 deficit of 1973. 


In a report to trustees, Village Mgr. 


George Passolt said he estimates that 
the village will lose $22,135 in the seven- 
month period ending June 30. That is- 
about 74 per cent of the cost of operating 
the bus during all of 1973. 


If the cost follows this estimate for the 


rest of 1974, the village will spend about 
$38,000 to keep the bus operating. This is 
about $8,000 more than it cost to run'the 
bus in 1973. 


Passolt said the increase in the esti- 


mated deficit is due to the fact that the 
village has expanded its service. 


"The reason for it is we've got two full- 


time drivers now as opposed to last year 
when we had one fuMime driver," he 
said. "We" have more part-time drivers 
because we have two buses now. And at 
a dime and 25-cent fares you can't get 
much of a return." 


TO OFFSET some of this anticipated 


deficit, the village is applying for state 
funding provided for bus services. Pas- 
solt said the larger the village deficit the 
better Wheeling's chance to obtain state 
funding. 


"The funding is distributed on the 


basis of the total funds the state has 
available for this funding and is prorated 
on the deficit reported," he said. "It is 
therefore difficult to estimate the amount 
of funding we will receive. It is fairly 
definite, however, that we will receive 
some funding from the state." 


Passolt said the village has had the 


state funding program in mind since the 
village bus service,began in December, 
1972. "I think it is something we're just 
beginning to qualify for," he said. 


The village board has passed a resolu- 


tion allowing Passolt to apply for the 
state funds. Application will be made 
shortly. 


saying that they could easily lose their 
jobs with any change of administration.

IN PRIVATE, the employes have also

there is no job protection. 


The appeal board created by the pro- 


posed ordinance would rule on any firing, 
suspension or demotion appealed by the 
employe. The board would consist of one 
Vepresentative chosen by the village 
board and one chosen by the employe. A 
third would be chosen by the other two 
appeal board members from an ap- 
proved list of citizens who have signed 
up for the job. 


In the case of an appeal, the board 


would call hearings and listen to testi- 
mony on the matter. The decision of the 
board will be binding on the village and 
cannot be reversed. 


TRUSTEE AL LANG said the appeal 


board is the first step towards estab- 
lishing a career employe ordinance that 
would provide employes with civil ser- 
vice type protection. 


August Lpckefeer, chairman of Hie 


Employe Wage and Salary Committee, 
said the appeal board will benefit both 
the employes and the village. 


"I think it takes us out of the stipula- 


tion where a lot of people think you are a 
patronage employe," he said. "I think 
this gives you more of a professional 
standing. I think this way both the citi- 
zens and the employe are protected."

Joel Edelman. Illinois Public aid director said in Spring-

Edel- 
man answered charges by the Better Government Association 
that at least two of the welfare fraud investigators "are 
themselves welfare cheaters of the worst sort," in that they 
draw fulltime pay for part-time work. 


Judge orders FBI's Panther data 


Federal District Court Judge Sam Perry yesterday gave 


the U.S. government 10 more days to turn over FBI docu- 
ments which would clarify the FBI's role in gathering data on 
the Black Panther Party. The government had agreed to 
hand over the files during a hearing on a $3.8 million damage 
suit filed by relatives of slain Panther leaders Fred Hampton 
and Mark Clark, who were killed in the raid. 


Walker to host Democratic governors 
Gov. Daniel Walker announced yesterday he will host a 


meeting of the nation's Democratic governors in Chicago on 
April 21 and 22. The governor said the meeting was called 
mainly so the Democrats can "decide positions for the Na- 
tional Governors' Conference" which will be held later in the 
year. 


Ask superseding indictment against Bush 
U.S. District Court Judge Philip Tone has urged the U.S. 


attorney's office to seek a superseding indictment against 
Earl Bush, former press secretary for Mayor Richard Daley. 
The new indictment, Tone said, should spell out the objects of 
the alleged mall fraud conspiracy of which Bush is accused in 
greater detail.

Radiation exposure on 2 Delta flights 


The Atomic Energy Commission in Atlanta announced yes- 


terday that as many as 130 passengers may have been ex- 
posed to radiation aboard two Delta Airline flights earlier this 
week. While saying only low exposure levels might have oc- 
curred. the agency had not decided whether it would be 
worthwhile contacting passengers. The flights involved were 
Delta No. 311 between Washington and Atlanta on April 5, and 
No. 385 between Atlanta and Baton Rouge, La., on April 6. 


Boyle denies Yablonski involvement 


W. A. "Tony" Boyle took the witness ssand at his murder 


trail yesterday and denied that he had anything to do with the 
Yablonski killings, or had any discussions with two officials of 
the United Mine Workers union about it. Boyle, testifying in 
his own defense — when asked if he had anything to do with 
the killings, stated "Absolutely not." 


Campaign fund bill heads toward vote 
Senate supporters of public financing of federal election 


campaigns yesterday won by a one-vote margin their bid to 
shut off debate and speed the measure to a vote. Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield indicated the final vote 
could come as early as today and certainly before the senate 
recesses for the Easter holiday. 


Much of Clement Stone testimony nixed 
Federal Judge Lee P. Gagliardi yesterday refused to let the 


defense in the Mitchell-Stans trial present testimony from 
major contributors to President Nixon's 1972 campaign inter- 
ded to show they gave up to S2 million and never expected 
anything in return. The judge refused to allow most of the 
testimony of Chicago Insurance Tycoon W. Clement Stone. 
Stone was not even allowed to tell the size oE his donation.

FBI director Clarence M. Kelley said yesterday individuals 


should be allowed to inspect FBI files on them so long as the 
secrecy of the agency's informants can be protected. Kelley 
also said he believed former Director J, Edgar Hoover was 
justified in tactics aimed at disruption of "new left" activist 
groups in the last years of his life.

The Forest Service said yesterday a 10-year-old boy started 


the fire which has destroyed 14,500 acres of timber and 21 
homes in enstern New Mexico, and his parents will be sent a 
bill for $300.000. A spokesman said the parents may also be 
subject to federal prosecution. Fire crews managed to contain 
the blaze.

Jacques Chaban-Delmas, official Gaullist party candidate

Chaban-Delmas, a World War II 
resistance hero, was the first candidate openly to declare in 
favor of close ties with the U.S.

Disastrous economic policy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Speaker Carl 


Albert, insisting it was not a partisan at- 
tack, accused the administration Tues- 
day of disastrous economic policies fcha't 
have led the nation to the brink of reces- 
ion. 


Surrounded by fellow House Democrat- 


ic leaders at a news conference, Albert 
charged the administration with standing 
by idly "as stagnation engulfs the econo- 
my and millions of workers lose their 
jobs." 


He cited rising inflation and unemploy- 


ment and falling production, stating they 
document the administration's "glaring 
failures." 


Albert denied that his attack was the 


opening salvo in the 1974 political cam- 
paign, noting the 'campaign was already 
under way and that Democrats have won 
three of four Republican seats decided so 
far. 


The Oklahoma Democrat predicted the 


economy would be a bigger issue in the 
fall campaign than the Watergate scan- 
dal and said it would have no effect on 
Nixon's possible impeachment. 


Albert insisted the administration, not 


the Democratic-controlled Congress, was 
to blame for the state of the economy. 


"Time and time again congressional 


efforts to move this country forward 
have been frustrated by vetoes, impound- 
ments and dismantling Qf programs," he 
said. 


Meanwhile, automobile importers told 


Congress Tuesday it would do more 
harm than good to impose tighter restric- 
tions on foreign car imports as a means 
of protecting jobs in the U. S. auto in- 
dustry. 
, 


Industry spokesmen said such propos- 


als by organized labor would be "count- 
er-productive in terms of employment, 
fuel consumption and competitive"benfits 
for the American economy." 


President Leonard Woodcock of the 


United Auto Workers complained earlier 
that the gasoline shortage was causing 
many more Americans to buy small, eco- 
nomic foreign cars. He said the trend 
jeopardized jobs in the U. S. auto in- 
dustry and proposed that foreign car im- 
ports be further restricted by increasing 
import duties. 


Malcolm S. Pray Jr., president of the 


American Imported Automobile Dealers

Mideast oil shipment reaches U.S. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Federal 


Energy Office said Tuesday the first ma- 
jor shipment of Mideast oil has reached 
the United States since the lifting of the 
Arab oil embargo. 


The shipment arrived at the port of 


Norfolk, Va., the FEO said. The U. S. 
Customs Service told the agency that the 
Italian tanker Elba Lolligeiti carried a 
cargo of 344,000 barrels crude oil from 
Algeria. 


The FEO said more Arab oil will be 


coming in, but it is not certain when or 
how much. 


Meanwhile, federal energy chief Wil- 


liam Simon said the embargo may have 
been a blessing in disguise. 


In testimony before the House Legal 


and Monetary Affairs 
subcommittee, 


Simon said the effect of the embargo was 
to crystallize concern for energy prob- 
lems that had been neglected for years. 


He also defended the administration's 


handing of the crisis, saying -its actions 
were "the right ones — and they resulted 
in the least total impact on the American 
public." 


Simon urged the subcommittee to 


make sure the FEO is allowed to contin- 
ue to control gas prices. He said it would 
be necessary so long as 60 per cent of the 
world's oil is controlled by the Arab mo- 
nopoly. 


At the United Nations, Secretary Gen- 


eral Kurt Waldheim urged the 135 mem- 
bers to act collectively and establish the 
basis "for a more equitable and work- 
able global economic system." 


Waldheim delivered his statement at 


the opening of the 6th special session of 


Nixon: House unit demands must wait 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon Tuesday told the House Judiciary 
Committee its demands for 41 additional 
presidential tapes for its impeachment 
inquiry would have to wait until after 
the Easter congressional recess. 


A Democratic member of the com- 


mittee immediately denounced Nixon's 
action as' "contemptuous," of the im- 
peachment investigation, and said the 
tapes must be subpoenaed. 


The committee, which had given the 


White House until Tuesday to decide 
whether the tapes would be yielded vol- 
untarily, says it must have the material 
if it is to conduct a thorough in- 
vestigation into whether grounds exist to 
impeach Nixon. 


The letter from Nixon's Watergate law- 


yer, James D. St. Clair, delivered by 
hand to the committee, did not say 
whether the tapes would be turned over. 
In fact, the letter did not specify tapes- 


only mentioning "materials in question." 


The House will return from Easter re- 


cess April 22. 


The Democrats on the committee ear- 


lier Tuesday apparently agreed to permit 
St. Clair to sit in during impeachment 


proceedings expected to begin May 7. 


But although the Democrats tentatively 


reached a consensus on the issue, the full 
committee still must decide what role in 
the inquiry — if any — St. Clair will 
have.

Pressure grows in Israel's new crisis

Leaders of Israel's ruling Labor party 


met Tuesday in urgent efforts to resolve 
a cabinet crisis centering on demands for 
the ouster of Defense minister Moshe Da- 
yan that could topple Prime Minister 
Golda Meir's government. 


"If I were Moshe Dayan, I think the 


best thing for me to do would be for me 
to resign," Finance Minister Pinhas Sa- 


pir said at a meeting of the party's 
Mapai faction, its biggest. 


"This has to come to a head by Thurs- 


day," said Aryeh Eliav, another Mapai 
member. 


The calls for Dayan's resignation to ac- 


cept blame for Israel's lack of readiness 
for the October war came amid calls by 
other Mapai cabinet ministers for the 
government to resign and have new elec- 
tions held. 


The Knesset (parliament) was sched- 


uled to convene Thursday when the gov- 
ernment faces an opposition no-con- 
fidence motion on the report of a special 
commission blaming top army com- 
manders 
for Israel's lack 
of pre- 


paredness for the October war. 


Release of the report April 2 sparked 


the crisis because it cleared Mrs. Meir 
and Dayan. The issue centers on whether 
the entire cabinet or only Dayan should 
resign to take political responsibility for 
failing to anticipate the Arab surprise at- 
tack Oct. 6. 


Meanwhile, artillery and tank fire 


slammed across the Golan Heights truce 


line for the 29th day and Syria said its 
troops had resumed the battle with Is- 
raeli forces for positions on strategic Mt. 
Hermon. 


In Damascus, government sources said 


a Syrian delegation departed for Wash- 
ington to discuss troop disengagement on 
the heights with U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger. Arab press reports 
said three hills overlooking the occupied 
town of Quneitra may hold the key to the 
success or failure of the U.S.-sponsored 
indirect talks with Israel. 


In Washington, the House killed a reso- 


lution demanding information on Presi- 
dent Nixon's controversial military alert 
order during the Middle East war last 
October. 


On a voice vote, the House tabled the 


resolution, after Kissinger failed to pro? 
vide Congress with the information. 


The resolution would have required 


Kissinger to turn over the text of all the 
messages between Nixon and Soviet offi- 
cials and a list and chronology of all the 
orders and actions taken during the 
crisis last Oct. 24-25. 


Jupiter 'spot' not unique

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Pioneer 


10 space probe found that the great red 
spot of Jupiter is accompanied by at 
least one smaller red oval, several white 
spots and numerous smaller cells in the 
colorful Jovian atmosphere, a scientist 
reported Tuesday. 


"The red spot is not a unique "feature," 


Dr. Tom Gehrels of the University of 
Arizona, said at a news conference sum- 
marizing the latest results from the his- 
tory-making flight of Pioneer 10 past 
Jupiter last December. 


Gehrels said analysis of photographs 


and temperature data radioed back by 


the little probe tends to confirm earlier 
ideas that the red spot and similar fea- 
tures are actually towering masses of 
rising clouds generated by heat radiating 
out from the giant planet. 


Temperature 
variations cause 
the 


gases making up the atmosphere to rise 
in local areas to heights of lower pres- 
sure where some unknown material con- 
denses to form clouds, Gehrels said. The 
condensed material presumably 
then 


evaporates and subsides back toward the 
planet to result in a vertical circulation.

A decision on the legality of recount 


petitions for the March 19 Regional 
Transportation 
Authority 
referendum 


vote is in the hands of Cook County 
States Atty Bernaid Carey and Circuit 
Court Judge Harry Comerford 


County Clerk Stanley Kusper Jr ac- 


cepted a recount petition for 39 precincts 
Tuesday morning from State Rep Don- 
ald Totten. R-Hoffman Estates, but re- 
ferred it to Carey for a legal opinion. 


After a brief dispute with Totten, who 


is a leader in the fight against RTA, Kus- 
per accepted the petition "subject to the 
opinion of the state's attorney of Cook 
County as to its legality and propriety." 


TOTTEN ALSO FILED a petition and 


an order for a recount with the clerk of 
the circuit court, but Judge Comerford 
refused to sign it. saying he would make 
a decision at 10 a m today. Totten is 
seeking a recount of 1,<I05 precincts, in- 
cluding some entire wards in the city 
and he gave the clerk a check for the 
cost at $5 a precinct 


After Kusper received Totten's peti- 


tion, he said he was offended by the 
manner in which it was presented Kus- 
per objected because Totten appeared 
unannounced and brought several news- 
men and a court reporter with him The 
e n t o u r a g e included television cam- 
eramen filming from outside the door- 
way, he said. 


Totten said the group included legal 


counsel, three other petitioners and a 
court reporter, but the newsmen were 
not invited They just followed the group 
in he said 


WHEN ASKED IF he would have ac- 


cepted the petition from Totten without 
the additional persons present, Kusper 
told The Herald "Certainly And I would 
have allowed the press and a court re- 
porter, if it had been requested. But I 
don't appreciate someone barging in 
here and treating a public official like 
dirt" 


Totten explained the disagreement dif- 


ferently "With Kusper you always run 
into trouble, but when a TV camera 
comes, he s like a chameleon " 


Recount petitions have also been filed 


with the State Board of Elections, Totten 
said. He said the board will be the ulti- 
mate authority because it announced the 
official results of the referendum "The 
board will meet Friday in Springfield 
and will put our petiton on the agenda 
for consideration," he said. 


COMERFORD'S REFUSAL to sign the 


order might be another indication of the 
political problem the RTA foes are fight- 
ing, because a judge in Aurora signed a 
recount order Tuesday similar to the one 
Comerford rejected, Totten said 


Totten said he expects a rejection of 


the petitions at the circuit court level, 
but his anti-RTA group, made up Mostly 
of suburban legislators who opposed the 
RTA bill and referendum, will appeal 
such a decision. 


RTA opponents have vigorously sought 


the discovery recount because of the 
close vote by which the referendum 
passed The margin of 12,989 was less 
than 1 per cent of the ballots cast in the 
six-county area, and the proposal was de- 
feated everywhere except the City of Chi- 
cago.

Go north, young man 


John McGee, a sociology teacher 


at Prospect High School is a man 
with an idea, and we think the 
school board should reconsider its 
decision not to allow McGee the 
time to see the idea through. 


McGee's plan is to take a sabba- 


tical leave — the kind given to 
some other teachers — but to take 
his leave in the form of a work- 
ing sojourn to Wisconsin's north 
woods. Once there, McGee plans to 
work in his field, by reading in soci- 
ology and developing a reading list 
for his students. And equally im- 
portant. McGee plans to enter the 
work life of that northern Wiscon- 
s i n 
community, 
studying 
the 


people and using his hands as they 
do. 


It's a chancy thing in a lot of 


ways. McGee could be accused of 
asking the local school board for a 
ride and take a year off to live lei- 
surely at the taxpayers' expense. 


We don't think that's the case, 


however, and we urge the Dist. 214 
trustees to reconsider the case of 
this young man and the seriousness 
of his project. 


First. McGee's choice for his 


sabbatical is not a resort Mecca. 
Cornucopia, Wis. where he intends 
to spend his year, is economically 


depressed, remote, and populated 
by people who fish Lake Superior 
commercially or work the lumber 
mills. 
, 
. 


We have talked to John McGee 


about his plan — something the 
school board did not do — and we 
believe him to be sincere in his de- 
sire to come back to Dist. 214 a 
better teacher. 


We admit, as does he, that the 


idea of a year's sabbatical in 
northern Wisconsin is not for ev- 
eryone and should not be consid- 
ered an automatic precedent for all 
teachers to spend a year away 
from the classroom. 


But it is a fact that sabbaticals 


are often given routinely for teach- 
ers with tenure who seek an ad- 
vanced degree. While there is no 


The 
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question that such degrees often 
contribute handsomely to a teach- 
er's performance, the school board 
should recognize that an advanced 
degree is not the only way a person 
can grow and improve. 


In explaining his reason for ask- 


ing for the sabbatical, McGee 
struck what we believe is'the core 
issue here: a teacher's request to 
leave the classroom for awhile and 
try his hand at working in a differ- 
ent way. "I feel I'm losing touch," 
McGee said. "I started teaching , 
six years ago with a master's de- 
gree in sociology, but teaching this 
course in high school includes so 
much that I feel you have to have a 
lot of experience yourself in order 
to handle it..." 


In effect, McGee is asking us, the 


taxpayers and his employers, to al- 
low him a sabbatical leave of 
$6,905 in partial pay so that he can 
experience the world of hard physi- 
cal 
work, 
plan his 
sociology 


courses for the following year and ., 
come back to his students and his 
school a different person. 


In our opinion the Dist. 214 board 


set the boldest precedent when 
many years ago it began to allow 
its teachers to take sabbaticals. 
Once that policy was accepted it 
opened the door to the type of non- 
structured year of toil and reading 
that McGee proposes. The board 
members should not grant such 
requests automatically, but by the 
same token they should not vote 
against McGee simply because his 
idea is new. 


If the board members adhere to 


the original idea of a sabbatical, 
McGee should get his request ap- 
proved. 


In ancient Judea a sabbatical 


meant "allowing the fields and 
vineyards to lie without tilling, 
sowing, pruning or reaping from 
autumn to autumn..."

U.S. fighting earthquake peril 


by WILLIAM R. BARRETT 


WASHINGTON - A fact sheet about 


earthquakes recently released by the In- 
terior Department says there is a 70 per 
cent chance of a great earthquake in the 
densely populated areas of the Pacific 
Coast within the next 30 years. 


But the Pacific Coast area is not the 


only part of the country susceptible to 
such a catastrophe. The department did 
not provide any percentage estimate nor 
did it define the other likely areas, but it 
did note the areas where severe earth- 
quakes have occurred in the past. 


It said the increased population in ma- 


jor urban centers Is causing residential 
development to spread Into areas consid- 
ered more susceptible to severe earth- 
quake damage. 


For this reason, it said, there was a 


need for action against earthquake haz- 
ards — and it stated some is being taken 
by the federal government. 


Chief among these Is an earthquake 


warning system, improved building de- 
sign standards and effective land use and 
emergency planning. Interior estimated 
that potential losses from a great earth- 
quake could be reduced by more than 
half within 30 years by such methods. 


Also, the government recently consoli- 


dated the earthquake research formerly 
carried out by the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration and the Na- 
tional Center for Earthquake Research 
operated by Interior's Geological Survey. 


This consolidation provides a national 


program 
with stronger organizational 


and research structure for the reduclion 
of earthquake hazards. It also will pro- 
vide grants to non-government scientists 
for participation in earthquake-related 
research. 


Already more than 150 scientists and 


engineers are participating in several 
programs underway, which include: 


—Geologic and geophysical mapping to 


delineate areas of high risk including 


g r o u n d 
motion effects, 
fault dis- 


placement, 
earthquake-induced 
land- 


slides and liquefaction. 


—Studies to develop the capability for 


forecasting time, place and magnitude of 
earthquakes. 


—Field mapping and photogeologic 


studies to recognize active faults, and to 
determine the recurrence intervals of 
fault movement. 


—Studies of ground motions and their 


influence on local site effects, including 
analysis of Earth motions in buildings, 
dams, bridges, and other 
engineered 


structures. 


—Rock deformation experiments and 


computer simultation of fault zone move- 
ments and behavior to determine the 
geology and deep structure of fault zones 
and to relate this to earthquake occur- 
ence. 


—Laboratory and field experiments to 


determine feasibility of controlling max- 
imum size of earthquakes along a fault. 


Most of the projects are being focused 


chiefly on the San Andreas and related 
faults in the densely populated Los An- 
geles and central California areas. 


But other studies are being conducted 


In south-central Alaska; western Wash- 
ington; Nevada; the eastern border of 
the Basin and Range. Province in Utah 
and Wyoming;' and in Missouri and South 
Carolina. 


Although Interior estimated the chan- 


ces of a great earthquake would be 
greatest on the West Coast, it pointed out 
severe quakes have occurred at New 
Madrid, Mo.; Boston; Charleston, S. C. 
and in Utah, Nevada and Montana. It 
said they could occur again in these or 
other areas. 


One did occur just last week. There 


was a mild tremor centered in the vicin- 
ity of Olney, 111. However, no injuries 
were reported and there apparently was 
only very minor damage resulting.

was only a year ago that the tenacious 
West Virginia Democrat led the fight 
that defeated the nomination of L. 
Patrick-Gray III to be permanent direc- 
tor of. the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. 


The Gray nomination initially had 


overwhelming support in the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. But in the course 
of a few days of withering questioning by 
Senator Byrd, Gray lost support quickly 
among both Democrats and Republicans. 


Byrd's careful and methodical ques- 


tioning brought out the role of Dean in 
short circuiting the FBI questioning of 
White House witnesses on the Watergate 
affair. In turn, this led to exposure of 
Gray's destruction of Watergate evidence 
from the safe of convicted Watergate 
burglar E. Howard Hunt, an act that no 
administration supporter could condone 
publicly. 


Senate Democratic liberals deliberately 


stayed out of Byrd's way. They knew the 
views and action of the moderate con- 
servative Byrd would be most influential 
in destroying Gray's support among con- 
servative Democrats and Republicans. 


After leading the fight against Gray's 


nomination, Byrd has avoided deep in- 
volvement in Watergate. 


But President Nixon's firing of Special 


Prosecutor Archibald Cox in October did 
bring sharp criticism from Byrd of Nix- 
on's failure to keep a pledge to cooperate 
with the special prosecutor. He was also 
critical in the same speech of Nixon for 
not producing the White House tapes as 
ordered by Chief. U.S. District Judge 
John J. Sirica. 


When the White House finally produced 


the tapes under Judge Sirica's order, 
Byrd again lapsed into a period of si- 
lence, restricting his answers on Water- 
gate to proceedural questions. 


Like former Senator John J. Williams, 


the quiet Republican crusader from 
Delaware, Byrd is slow to criticize and 
cautious in his comments. He is also 
nearly impossible to defeat once he has 
the hard facts in hand concerning illegal 
or improper government conduct. 


At that time, it is safer to join him 


then oppose him since he has a brilliant 
record of 'trying to be nonpolitical and 
forcefully right.

Part 3; The Gary Morava Story 
Car trip ends in tragedy 


Third in a series. 


by MIKE KLEIN 


Not even the slightest aura of death 


lurked about on that cold and clear De- 
cember night in Iowa. The car was 
warm inside. It felt good to the seven 
young men. This had been an uneventful 
journey and now it was almost ended. 


Interstate 35 beckoned ahead as the 


rented station wagon rambled north Ho- 
ward Ames. The city's blinking lights 
came into view. And then, without warn- 
ing, the auto was sliding, rolling, killing. 


There had been a huge patch of unseen 


ice spread over a bridge, a sullen remin- 
der of cruel winter. And even had he 
been under the posted 60 MPH speed 
limit, it's debatable whether Tom Lind- 
ner could have kept the car under con- 
trol. 


The date was Friday night, Dec. 11, 


1970. Southern Illinois University's var- 
sity gymnast!) were cnroute to Ames for 
the next day's Iowa Invitational. 


But their trip slopped short in tragedy. 


And when the car stopped rolling, John 
Arnold, a junior from Northbrook, was 
dead. 


Rod Alden crashed through the wind- 


shield and spent nearly three days in 


Ames' Mary Greeley Hospital. Verdict 
on the other five riders was cuts and 
bruises but nothing serious. 


It was a mistaken diagnosis because 


x-rays didn't show the longitudinal break 
Gary Morava sustained, in his upper 
right arm. Undetected for months, it al- 
tered Morava's collegiate career, forced 
him to withdraw from 1972 Olympic 
trials and resulted in shoulder surgery 
last August. 


Morava was 18 years old and a promis- 


ing freshman at Southern Illinois when 
that hideous auto accident tore apart his 
right arm. But it wasn't the first and 
certainly not the last of many injuries 
and mishaps that afflicted Morava dur- 
ing his short life. 


There was a bicycle-car accident years 


ago that didn't break his legs but caused 
large blood clottings. Later, he lost 90 
per cent hearing in one ear from an auto 
repair mishap while at Wheeling High 
School. Minor bursitis bothered his left 
shoulder during Morava's brilliant two 
years at Hersey. 


But all Morava's most serious troubles 


began on that cold night in December 
two miles outside Ames, Iowa. Everyone 
but Morava and Lindner, a former world 
class gymnast himself, were thrown 


clear of the rolling auto that took Ar- 
nold's life. 


Four stitches closed a, wound above 


Morava's left eye and it was nearly a 
month before any mobility' returned to 
his right arm. Strength and flexibility 
were lost in great percentages. 


No one knew that a half-inch chunk of 


bone was "free" inside his arm. His 
right bleep muscles were attached to 
that splinter which remained joined with 
the shoulder when adhesions held. Mo- 
rava's training, however, continually 
tore the tissues and caused the great 
pain he endured for nearly three years. 


But' Morava couldn't be kept down. 


Four months after the Iowa accident, 'he 
incredibly placed llth nationally in floor 
exercise at his first NCAA meet. 


There was doubt, however, that he 


could return to form as a world level all- 
around gymnast. Flexibility was slow in 
returning and eventually, he substituted 
with raw power. 


For one of the few times in his life, 


Morava doubted his own abilities. How 
much could he do again and how quick- 
ly? 


Despite .the pain and gloomy fore- 


casts, Morava's greatest rrtoments were 
coming. That 1971 summer, he was

IHSA adopts fall golf on 
statewide basis for 1974 


The mild earthquake centered around 


Mattoon last week may have been carry- 
ing a message to the state's high school 
golf coaches. 


If so, it may be only the first in a 


series of such tremors erupting from the 
Land o'I ittcoin. 


The atmospheric conditions are Ideal 


for a tumultuous and turbulent summer 
now that the principals of 576 Illinois ' 
High School Association member in- 
stitti'bns emohatieally passed a fall golf 
schedule for the 1974-75 season. 


By a convincing vote of 431-115, the 


principals augmented the switch from 
thr traditional spring campaign appar- 
ently against the wishes of some of their 
own coaches. 


"Two years ago, our golf committee 


surveyed schools and tried to elicit prin- 
cipal response through the coaches about 
maintaining the tournament 
in the 


spring." Dnve Frv. Assistant Executive 
Secretary of the IHSA, explained. 


"And again this fall, the Golf Coaches 


Association circulated a questionnaire to 
coaches around the state proposing a fall 
golf season and the results returned with 
80-85 per cent opposed to fall golf. 


".Vow within a few weeks of the com- 


pletion of tlie coaches association survey, 
the amendment passes without a flinch." 


Essentially, one proposal amended two 


by-laws. Most Important was the addition 
of the sentence. "The Board of Directors 
shall fix the dates of the statewide series 
of golf tournaments so that the con- 
cluding tournament is completed no later 
than the end of .the first full week of No- 
vember In any year." 


"They must be pretty shaken up down- 


slatr." Fry confirmed. "The change In 
seasons Increase* the potential for new 
conflicts with the kids." 


Not to mention the coaches. 
Obviously, a school with a small enroll- 


ment will either lose football players to 
the golf program and vice versa. But the 
same holds trite for coaches- 


In the small schools, it is quite normal 


for one person to coach two, three, or 
even four sports in a head-job capacity. 
At Metamora, for example, William Rop- 
-r is the head man in both football and

America's top performer during dua 
meets in Rumania and France. 


Morava joined^ that touring U. S. All- 


Star squad after placing ninth in Pan- 
American Game tryouts. They .took 
eight. 
He wasn't 
disappointed 
and 


worked hard in Europe. 


"Certainly, it was one of Gary's high 


points," said Southern Illinois coach Bill 
Meade, a 1974 inductee into the Gymnas- 
tics Hall of Fame. "He won a lot of 
championships and things like that. But 
right then, it became apparent to him 
that he could do the things that he really 
wanted." 


His sophomore season was upcoming 


and Morava would enjoy a great NCAA 
meet, winning the vaulting title and plac- 
ing second in all-around. It surprised 
even Gary when he was the only colle- 
gain to qualify for individual finals in 
four events. SIU won the national team 
title- 


But always, there was nagging pain in 


his right shoulder. And after winning his 
NCAA title, Morava slipped a disc while 
competing for-America in Riga, Russia. 


The broken right arm of nearly 20 


months before was directly responsible 
for this new injury. Compensating, Mo- 
rava had placed great strain on his left 
shoulder, causing a curved spine. 


He returned to the States and went'into 


a period of rest. Tryouts for the Munich 
Olympics were just weeks away. He 
wasn't ready. But ahead lay the goal he 
had 
fantasized about since seventh 


grade. He couldn't hold back. 


Morava placed among the top six after 


initial trials and held the highest optional 
score. But the pain worsened and finally, 
he had to quit. The disc problem virtual- 
ly incapacitated him at final Olympic 
tryoutS' 


His longtime dream derailed another 


four years, Morava rested his aching 
body again. The back problem corrected 
itself and Gary placed third in all-around 
during the 1973 NCAA finals. 


But the right shoulder had never com- 


pletely healed. And in Bulgaria last 
June, it tore again. Now there-was no 
doubt he would undergo surgery. "He 
couldn't continue the way he was going," 
said Meade. 


Morava's surgery would be sometime 


'in August, hinging upon his luck in 
tryonts for the World University Games 
in Moscow. It would have been easier to 
pass over this international meet, but 
that wasn't Morava's style. 


Despite the gimp arm, he was ex- 


cellent in tryouts. And surprising every- 
one, Morava attained the highest scores 
by .any American in Moscow. He re- 
turned home on a Sunday and three days 
later went under the knife. 


Gary chose to forego the 1973-74 colle- 


giate season, working only special meets 
such as against the Polish National 
Team- There, he again earned top Amer- 
ican scores. 


His training was hard and intense. Mo- 


rava pushed his new body to great ex- 
tents. Not having to bother with dual 
meets was to his liking. They merely in- 
terferred with training and learning. 


The shoulder never gave him further 


problems and as Morava gained momen- 
tum, his confidence grew. His only scare, 
;n fact, came during January against 
Switzerland when Morava nearly landed 
atop his head ending a trick. 


Gary came home in Febmrary to 


watch the Mid-Suburban League gymnas- 
tic finals and that's the last time he saw 
his old coach, Hersey's Don Von Ebers. 


"He was sitting in the second tier be- 


hind us. I looked up,at him and he saw 
me and waved," Von Ebers said. "I yel- 
led at him, 'How's the shoulder?' He put 
that arm up there and showed me a 
muscle bigger than I'd seen in a long 
time. He was really starting to blossom. 
He gave me the circled finger to indicate 
that everything was perfect." 


And at that point in February, Gary 


Morava looked like one helluva good bet 
for an Olympic medal in 1976. 
Thursday: Gary goes to college. 


golf programs for a school with a stu- 
dent count of 700. 


Likewise at Oswego, where 900 stu- 


dents attend, Ron May is the chief pilot 
for both the cross country and golf 
teams.

A poll last October brought these reac- 


tions from various coaches in the area:

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Maine West's Liggett fires no-hitter 


Jay Liggett of Maine West has pitched 


the Herald area's first varsity baseball 
no-hitter of the spring. Liggett blanked 
Deerfield. 4-0. Monday afternoon in a full 
seven inning game. 


"I think he knew he had It all along," 


said Maine head coach Al Carstens. "Jay 
threw mostly fast balls, abotit four-to-one. 
He started to throw the curve and had a 
little trouble because of the wind (30 
MPH) behind his back." 


Liggett, a senior who won six and lost 


three last year, fanned 15 batters and 
walked three as Maine won its season 
opener. He set the visitors down on 
strikes during the first, third, sixth and 
seventh innings. 


His longest string of consecutive strike- 


outs was four batters. He opened the 
fourth inning with a strikeout after get- 
ting all three batters in the third. 


Liggett made Deerfleld's last six outs 


all on strikes, but walked the first man 
he faced during the seventh inning. "He 
walked that guy on a three-and-two 
count, then came right after them," said 
Carstens. 


It was Liggett's first no-hitter for 


West's varsity. He came close on three 
occasions last year, splitting the deci- 
sions on two one-hitters and winning a 
two-hitter. 


Liggett helped save his no-hitter Mon- 


day as part of the game's best defensive 
play by West during the fifth inning. He 
fielded a rightside bunt and got the ball 
over to first baseman Dan Henk who 
made a good stretch. "It was a big 
league play," said Carstens. 


The Warriors scored once without a hit

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Fishermen brave unstable, 
windy weather conditions 


GARY PLAYER'S GOLF CLASS: 
Don't jab 


If it isn't one thing it's another. No 


sooner than it seemed the cold weather 
was finally gone and the lakes could be- 
gin to warm up, the winds came. For the 
past week most of the lakes have been 
blowing and churning and giving up noth- 
ing to fishermen. 


Even the normally productive down- 


state lakes, Shelbyville, Carlisle, Rend, 
et al, have suffered from the heavy 
winds. 


The best news on the fishing front is 


the trout fishing on the Brule River in 
upper Wisconsin. The special early trout 
season for the Brule was reported as 
"one of the best openings experienced" 
by Wisconsin DNR officers. The anglers 
caught mainly rainbows with a few 
browns and many of the fish ran up to 10 
pounds. 


Fishing pressure was down, officials 


say, but the average catch 'was well 
above previous years. You have to like to 
fish to enjoy the Brule in the spring. This 
great river is perhaps one of the most 
productive waters in the midwest when 
the trout are running. But, to give an 
idea of the weather, snowmobilers were 
Still using trails in the area last week- 
end. 


Brule fishing Is best with spawn sacs, 


well aged or prepared scent bolts. Al- 
though there are always a covey or two 
of dedicated artificial lure fishermen, the 
bait dunkers nearly always out-fish them 
as much as three or four-to-one. 


There is good trout fishing, too, in the 


Twin rivers from Lake Michigan to the 
dams at Shoto and Mlshlcot and the Ma- 
nitowoc River to the rapids. Some early 
morning fishermen were able to take 
good rainbows on flies in these waters, 
but, again, the spawn sacs were the best. 


At the same time, the snow and cold 


weather interrupted what had begun to 
look like a good walleye run, but the 
northerns started to move at about the 
same time. Some walleye limits were 
taken in the Wolf and the Fox rivers. 


Best northern fishing Is on the north 


shore of Lake Poygan. The Wolf, by the 
way. is now completely ice free and safe 
for small boat fishermen. 


Some good walleye fishing is beginning 


below the Wisconsin Dells dam, with six 
and seven pounders reported. The river 
is very high, but so it shouldn't be a total 
loss, the scenery is beautiful with every 
description of waterfowl imaginable at 
the Springvale Wildlife area in Columbia 
County. 


Some pretty fair walleye action is tak- 


ing' place at the Rochester dam In Ra- 
cine County, where fishermen are using 
minnows on Llndy rigs to take some lim- 
its. 
Some walleyes and crappies are 


being taken out of the Fox at the Wlmot 
dam.

'Lake Elizabeth, in the same area is 


also giving up good crappie catches. 
Pike River fishermen are continuing to 
catch trout, but the Root River, also a 
usually-good trout water, hasn't' pro- 
duced much this year. 


All the rivers and most lakes in south- 


ern Wisconsin and northern Illinois are 
very high, which keeps them murky and 
hard to fish. If the wind stops for a few 
days and the sun gets an opportunity to 
warm the water, fishing should take off 
full blast. 


Campers may find themselves a little 


more crowded than usual this summer. 
According to the latest Rand McNally 
campground directory, 24 states reported 
a decline in the number of campgrounds 
available. The losers are nearly always 
privately owned campgrounds, working 
on a very close margin and sensitive to 
the energy problem. 


All this means to the camper is he will 


have to do a lot better planning job than 
has been required of him in previous 
years. 


Private campgrounds will usually ac- 


cept reservations, thus you can make 
plans well in advance. Don't be surprised 
if you "drop-In" at private grounds and 
are refused space. Most state and federal 
campgrounds have no reservation sys- 
tem, but that doesn't improve the odds. 


It, in fact, diminishes them, because 


campers tend to arrive at the gate at 
dawn ,and wait in line for a space. By 
noon on most summer Saturdays, the 
state and federal campgrounds are filled. 
Many are even filled early on Friday. 


Many campers are discovering boat 


camping. The boats, most manufacturers 
have at least one in their line, are gener- 
ally 18-24 footers with a cuddy cabin for- 
ward, v-bunks for two, and a head. 


The rest of the boat's cockpit can be 


covered with a large camper-top. It's a 
lot like tent camping on the water. Not 
all bad. And when you find a filled camp- 
ground, you can launch your boat, tie up 
at a shoreline and sleep aboard. 


The negative side of such camping is 


that in some areas you cannot, legally, 
moor a boat anywhere except at certain 
dock areas. It is also possible to moor 
your boat at a sheltered shoreline only to 
have (he winds change during the night

and find yourself high and dry the next 
morning. 


Of course, part of the salvation of few- 


er campgrounds is the reality that there 
will probably be fewer campers this 
year. Industry figures indicate that sales, 
were way off for the end of last year and 
the first three months of this year. 


And present owners of camping vehicles 


may be reluctant to travel very far from 
home, thus overcrowding the nearby 
campgrounds. Perhaps the canny camp- 
er will save up his time, money and 
gasoline for a longer trip and be able to 
camp in some kind of solitude — away 
from it all. 


Two quick potes from the manufac- 


turers: The "new thing" in fishing lures 
this season will be the so-called "sonic" 
or noisemaker lures. If you haven't a 
supply in your tackle box and you don't 
want to buy some — remember that a 
regular lure dragged over underwater 
rocks and stumps is also a noisemaker. 


And: The monofilament on your reel 


from last year might be okay to use this 
year if you're going through a frugal pe- 
riod. But it will be kinky from spending 
the winter coiled around the reel. 


Take the outfit out in the yard and tie

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Funeral 
costs can 
be trimmed 


by MICHAEL J. CONLON 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - Is there any 


way to cut the cost of a funeral and still 
meet community or religious standards? 


About 600,000 individuals and families 


In the United States apparently think 
there is. They nave done something 
about It. By paying one-time fees ranging 
up to around $20, they have joined me- 
morial societies and expect, thereby, 
that their funeral will cost several hun- 
dred dollars less. 


It's all a matter of planning ahead and 


knowing in advance, instead of during a 
survivor's grief, what can and should be 
spent on a funeral. 


The Continental Assn. of Funeral and 


Memorial Societies Inc.. which repre- 
sents 113 societies in almost every state, 
says it works like this: 


WHEN A PEKSON joins, the local 


society lets him know what types of fu- 
neral services are available and the 
costs, perhaps from one or more local 
morticians. 


For example, presented are the options 


on more simple caskets and services and 
the cost-savings involved in having a me- 
morial service without the body present 
instead of visitation. Cremation and its 
costs are also spelled out. 


The person planning his funeral then 


fills out a form listing his wishes for his 
survivors, with the help of the local 
society, to follow. The association admits 
that any person could do the same thing 
without joining the society, although the 
information might be hard to come by. 
Leaving the task to the survivors may 
cause them to spend more than they 
need in their time of grief. 


IF A PERSON moves from one place 


to another, the association says, mem- 
bership can be transferred with little or 
no additional charge. The group also cau- 
tions consumers to watch out for Imita- 
tions, which may really be sales pitches 
from funeral homes. 


It says membership should rarely cost 


more than $20: the organization should 
not try to sell you a cemetery lot or 
make you pay a large fee; and most so- 
cieties belong either to the Continental 
Assn. of Funeral & Memorial Societies or 
the Memorial Society Assn. of Canada.

Think tank's only half full 
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My husband died three weeks ago and 


on the death certificate the cause of 
death was listed as s(|iiam<nis cell carci- 
noma of lung metastatic to the brain. 


I am terribly confused and can't clear 


my mind, because I took my husband to 
the doctor for his toes, and he died In 
thc.ec weeks. In October he bumped his 
toe which would not heal. In IS'ovember 1 
took him to the doctor, and the doctor 
had him admitted immediately to the 
hospital, because my husband's legs 
were all swollen, and the toes were dis. 
colored. 


While at home he was up and around, 


but after only two days in the hospital he 
was bedridden and could hardly get out 
of bed. Just after three weeks he passed 
away. 


Can you explain how something like 


this could happen in just a short time? If 
I don't get some kind of explanation, I 
feel I will lose my mind, because I feel It 
was my fault he was put in the hospital. 
I feel that if he was home without all 
these tests and examinations perhaps he 
would not have gone so fast. 


Can you enlighten me a little on the 


carcinoma and perhaps I won't feel so 
guilty about taking hint to the hospital. 
He was taking pills for emphysema for a 
number of years but was assured in 
April 1973 that he did not hnve cancer. 


Since the time involved was only a 


little more than three weeks it is safe to 
assume that your husband already had 
the spread of cancer to the brain when 
you took him to the hospital. The course 
of his illness would have 'Seen just as 
rapid, or more so, if you had not taken 
him to the doctor, 


I'm not surprised that your husband 


was bedfast, since he had a sore and 
swollen foot that would not heal, 1 would 
suspect that he also had clots in the leg 
veins. Cancer often Increases the clotting 
tendency of the blood. This may lead to 
leg clots and even the release of these 
into the veins and then to the lungs, 
\Vhen cancer is the cause of this prob- 
lem, little can be done about it. 


IF CANCER of the lung is to be cured 


it must be detected and removed very 
early in its course. If spread has already 
occurred, which is what metastatic 


means, there is little, if anything, that 
can be done for lung cancer. This is not 
true for all other forms of cancer, how- 
ever. For example, you can do a lot even 
after spread of a prostatic cancer by 
various forms of treatment. 


Unfortunately, a lung cancer must be 


nearly a half inch in diameter and may 
already contain a billion cells before it 
can be detected by X-ray. It may have 
already spread from these cells before it 
can be detected. That is one reason why 
it is important to prevent king cancer 
whenever possible. The best way to do 
this is not to smoke. About 90 per cent of 
cancers originating in the lung are seen 
in smokers. Emphysema, too, is seldom 
seen in nonsmokers. I presume from 
your husband having both of these prob- 
lems that he was a smoker. 


You should not even think that your 


taking your husband to the hospital had 
anything to do with illness. You did the 
right thing. Unfortunately, he needed 
more than a hospital could give by the 
time He got there.

The ordinary 
bridge player would 


count 10 tricks in top cards and see that 
the club suit would give him his slam as 
long as it broke .3-2. He knows that suits 
are supposed to break 3-2 andafter win- 
ning the spade lead our ordinary player 
would bang down dummy's ace and king 
of clubs and take the slam to the bank. 


A man with a little knowledge would' 


know that suits break 3-2 68 per cent of 
the time. He would also note that if East 
should hold either the king or queen of

hearts or both of those cards that two 
heart finesses would lead, to 12 tricks 
without having to try the clubs and that 
the chance of that play succeeding would 
be 76 per cent. 


He would say to himself a 76 per cent 


chance is better than a 68 per cent 
chance and try two heart finesses. This 
time he would lose both finesses and his 
slam. 


An expert would use the same line of 


play as the ordinary player. He would 
cash one club and when both opponents 
followed he would know that the chance 
of a 3-2 break had risen to 71 per cent. 
Then he would cash the second high club. 


The reason is that if clubs failed to 


break all might not be lost. He could still 
try the hearts. If East held the four clubs 
the slam would still make if the heart 
honors were divided. If West held the 
four clubs the slam would make if East 
held both heart honors. All in all the 
chance for success on the combination 
. play would be 82 per cent.

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Quality of life 


Happier later years focus of annual congress

"The sun setting Is no less beautiful 


than the sun rising." 


Thus did Bernard E. Nash, executive 


director of the American Association of 
Retired Persons (AARP) describe the 
later years of human life, the emphasis 
of the American Medical Association's 
third annual national Congress on the 
Quality of Life. 


Others speaking during the three-day 


congress, held at the Chicago Marriott 
Hotel last week, directed their remarks 
to various aspects of the later years, 
which include the transitional period 
from 55 to 63 and the years from 65 on. 


A t t e n d i n g were physicians, psy- 


chiatrists, social workers, representa- 
tives of the 46 co-sponsoring groups and 
anyone concerned that persons in their 
later years should live happier, more 
meaningful lives. 


Hugh Downs, writer, lecturer and TV 


personality, struck the keynote of the 
c o n g r e s s when he described the 
enormous potential for fulfillment, dig- 
nity and happiness in the later years. 


"In youth, happiness is joy," he said. 


"During the middle years, satisfaction is 
the heavy component. In later years, 
peace may predominate, but there is still 
satisfaction and a strong feeling of joy. 
There are ecstasies in later years that 
are not available to youth." 


A COMFORTABLE degree of physical 


health, a belief that one is loved and re- 
spected, faith in one's ability to accom 
plish reasonable goals and a degree of 
material security all contribute to mean- 
ingful happiness in old age. he added. 


Dr. Eric Pfeiffer, professor of psy- 


chiatry at Duke University School of 
Medicine, cited three categories of suc- 
cessful older persons,: 1. Widely known, 
publicly prominent people, such as those 
in politics and In the entertainment 
world: 2. Persons prominent within their 
own community, well adjusted and hav- 
ing a good time; and 3. Those who have 
encountered difficulties but have over- 
come them. 


"They are the ones who most deserve 


our admiration." he said. 


According to Pfeiffer, successful aging 


includes a basic decision to "stay in 
training" in three areas: physical activi- 
ty, social interaction and 'ntellectual and 
emotional involvement. 


"Our job is to make that decision eas- 


ier," he said.

CONCRETE ACTION to improve the 


quality of life for older persons should 
include coordination of mental health, 
physical health and related social ser- 
vices; educational opportunities as stu- 
dents and, informally, as teachers; a 
new and true image of the elderly on the 
part of the media; and action by the 
aged themselves, acting as pioneers in 
finding solutions to their problems. 


"A society may be judged by how it 


treats its elderly," Pfeiffer concluded. 


Dr. Martin D. Keller of Ohio State Uni- 


versity College of Medicine, turned the 
attention of the congress to pathological 
problems of the elderly. He pointed out 
that what kills people is important and 
must be investigated, but what makes 
people wish they were dead can be 
equally important. Relief from seemingly 
small things, conditions that threaten 
one's independence, is crucial. 


"The basis for living with pathology is 


to focus not on what the individual has 
lost, but on what he has retained," said 
Keller. "The community, the people 
around him, the entire system must give 
him the opportunity to function at his 
best level whatever his pathology. We 
must prevent alienation, loneliness and 
boredom."

white heads together. 


The short movie, a prelude to the 


discussion on "Sex After Sixty- 
Fhe" that was to follow, 'brought 
smile* to the faces of the hundreds 
of adults of all agc^ attending last 
week's congress on improving the 
q'lali'y of life in the later years, 
sponsored by the American Medi- 
cal Association in cooperation with 
46 other agencies. 


Dr. Robert N. Butler, a Washing- 


ton, DC., research psychiatrist 
and gerontologist. set about to dis- 
pel several myths about the sex 
life of people In (heir later years, 
particularly the idea that older 
people lose their sex drives. 


"THERE IS continuing physical 


capacity and sex desire throughout 
life, even into the 80s," he stated. 
As co-author of a soon to be pub- 
lished book, "Sex 
After Sixty," 


Butler points out the healthy emer- 
gence of a new attitude, an aware- 
ness of sexuality In older people. 


But many inhibiting Influences 


remain. Fear of impolence on the 
part of men, of loss of physical at- 
tractiveness on the part of women 
actually promotes impotence and 
unattractlveness. "Beauty Includes 
much more than youth and physi- 
cal characteristics," said Butler. 


Impotence may be due to bore- 


dom, fatigue, overeating, medica- 
tions, alcohol, drugs, as well as 
fear of failure. "The sexual prob- 
lems of older persons are a valid 
concern for physicians and must be 
taken seriously," said Butter. 


AGISM IN OUR society has 


brought about • cultural negativ- 
ism against the elderly, allowing 


the younger generation to see older 
people as different from them- 
selves. But this prejudice differs 
from others — the agists them- 
selves grow old, thus becoming the 
object of their own prejudice. 


Fear of physical damage during 


the sex act is another inhibiting 
factor, according to Butler, who 
claims such fear is far out of pro- 
portion to actual danger. 


"Bones are not as brittle as myth 


would have It," he said. "And the 
sex act is equivalent to walking up 
two flights of stairs.1' 


OTHER MYTHS which Butler 


went on to dispel have been per- 
petrated in such phrases as "fad- 
ing fast," "over the hill." "clinging 
to lost youth," and "dirty old 
man." He debunked the idea of the 
neuter woman, one whose passions 
disappear after menopause. 


"The idea of a woman being sex- 


ually active after menopause and 
into old age just doesn't fit in with 
the younger generation's picture of 
cookie-baking grandmas," he said. 


For 'those older people who have 


no desire or who have found sig- 
nificant outlets, Dr. Butler empha- 
sized that there should be freedom 
from pressure to indulge in an ac- 
tive sex life. 


DURING A LIFETIME of love- 


making, there are at least two lan- 
guages of sex, according to Dr. 
Butler. The first is direct and ex- 
plosive. The second, more apt to be 
experienced in the middle and lat- 
er years, is gentle, caressing and 
tender — beautiful and satisfying, 
but vastly undeveloped in our cul- 
ture. 


"In later Ufe, every moment Is 


precious," said Butler. "Many old- 
er persons could raise (be art of 
lovemaking to a new level of devel> 
opment." 


Daniel T. Peak of Duke University 
School of Medicine. 


"Personal development must be recog- 


nized as important, necessary and con- 
tinuing," he asserted, as he pointed out 
the cultural limbo of later years. 


To insure mental health, the individual 


must develop the ability to arrange his 
life to live within his capacities and envi- 
ronmental setting, and maintain a sense 
of well being, according to Peak. Traits 
that facilitate .this are: flexibility, the 
ability to change roles; awareness of 
one's limitations; storing up of resources 
throughout one's life; accumulation of 
knowledge; and the ability to achieve a 
sense of well being, no matter what one's 
disabilities. 


Dr. Carl Eisdorfer, chairman of the de- 


partment of psychiatry at the University 
of Washington School of Medicine in 
Seattle, noted the increased awareness of 
problems concerning the elderly. 


"PREVENTION IS the key. Making 


life worthwhile for the aged is not purely 
a biological, sociological or physiological 
problem; we need to look at future devel- 
opments," he said. 


He suggested redefining the notion of 


"aged," sayirig "old" is simply an elu- 
sive social tag. 


Eisdorfer explained the variables that 


make pedple feel their personal worth — 
economic security, a meaningful role in 
life, access to options and resources and 
health! "These are the rules of the 
game," he said. 


"The pervasive attitude of the general 


public is that 'old' is somewhere out 
there and it doesn't affect me," Eisdor- 
fer said. "The denial of the problems 
only compounds the situation." 


He summarized by saying, "No depos- 


it, no return. We need to -achieve our 
maximum human potential at every lev- 
el." 


SPEAKING ON the spiritual aspects of 


aging, the Rev. Christian A. Hovde, di- 
rector of the Bishop Anderson House in 
Chicago, expressed his concern about the 
youth-oriented, future-oriented and pro- 


ductivity-oriented society in which we 
live today. 


"God's gifts are given to all people, 


but must be worked on together," he 
said. "Because of this mobile society, the 
self image becomes small and we are 
deprived'of models to build on and the 
opportunity to be models," he added. 


Rev. Hovde described life's spiritual 


support: "We must give of ourselves to 
someone else and provide an opportunity 
for people of all ages to become valu- 
able." 
„v 
James H. Schulz, professor of. econom- 


ics, Florence Heller Institute, Brandeis 
University, shifted the topic to money — 
economics in the later years. 


"THE SITUATION is complex because 


of the positive response by the nation to- 
ward the economic problems of the 
aged," Schulz said. "The benefits to the 
elderly are the highest rising of any

Dear Mrs. Martoccio: 


My husband divorced his wife in '72 on 


grounds of mental cruelty. She gave up 
custody of their two children and mar- 
ried three days after the decree was fi- 
nal. Six months later she returned to 
court to try to regain custody. It was 
denied, but she was given visitation 
rights that included weekends, three 
weeks every summer and several three- 
day holidays. In the meantime she di- 
vorced her new husband. 


The children so far have visited their 


mother at four different locations, been 
dragged to boy friend's homes, been 
forced to call their grandmother, seen 
and told us of their mother's sexual ac- 
tivities and have come home ill almost 
every time. 


EVEN THOUGH THE children, pre- 


sently aged 4 and 5, are suffering due to 
this visitation arrangement, we have 
been told by lawyers that there is noth- 
ing we can do about it; that we should 
feel lucky we have the children at all, 
and that a mother could really get more 
visitation rights if she really wants to. 
We feel this is truly unfair. Why should 
two innocent children surfer because 
their mother was and is a runaround and 
have to have their lives disrupted? Also, 
is it possible for my husband to make a 
will giving me sole custody of the chil- 
dren if he should precede me in death?

Dear Worried: 


Almost every divorce suit that involves 


the custody of children is filled with pre- 
sent and future problems. The reason is 
that custody of children is never final or 
permanent. The growing child's needs 
and the conditions under which she lives 
are continually in a state of change and 
the judge must be able to make adjust- 
ments accordingly. 


HE IS ALSO UNDER a legal obligation 


to consider the child's welfare para- 
mount to everyone else's. Oftentimes a 
decision does not agree with that of the 
parties involved, leaving the latter puz- 
zled and embittered. It's not easy to re- 
member that the judge, who is trying to 
remain objective and impartial, hasn't 
much to go on in making his decision. By 
that I mean he does not personally know 


the persons or circumstances. He must 
depend upon whatever the persons say in 
court and decide which side is telling the 
truth. This poses a problem for persons 
in the right because to state something is 
one thing. To prove it is another. 


The task becomes even more difficult 


when serious charges of immorality or 
unfitness are made against one spouse. 
Here the rule is that the evidence must 
be strong enough to convince the judge 
that the child, by visiting the parent in 
question, will be physically, morally or 
mentally harmed. Judges are very reluc- 
tant to deprive natural parents, of their 
children. 


IT IS EVEN possible that the judge 


might, where the parent is unfit to take 
care of the child, give that parent per- 
mission to visit the child at the home of 
the other parent or quite possibly some- 
where else in the presence of,a reliable 
third party. 


Your husband has a right to mention in 


his will that should he precede you in 
death that he wants you to have custody 
i of the children, but this would be no 
more than a suggestion. Wills relate to 
properties which a person wishes to dis- 
pose of upon his death. It might be wise, 
however, to leave it to show your hus- 
band's intention and might possibly be a 
deciding factor later on. (But it is not a 
directive.) 


I can only think of one more remedy 


and that is the improbable one of adop- 
tion. If you recall, there was a long, hard 
battle between the parents of two little 
sisters and their foster parents, and fi- 
nally the children were given in adoption 
to the latter. This is a precedent-setting 
case, but there is growing evidence that 
the old tradition1 that blood is thicker 
than water is beginning to weaken! 


If you and your husband feel strongly 


enough to stay with your convictions, you 
might consult with your lawyers again 
and offer that as a suggestion. Good 
luck!

Board of the University of Illinois after 
serving 10 years as its president, is pres- 
ident of the Chicago Foundling Home, 
president-emeritus of the Mercantile Na- 
tional Bank, trustee of a medical rese- 
arch institute and board member of Cook 
County Post Graduate School of Medi- 
cine. 


To help solve today's problems, Liv- 


ingston's advice was "Get involved. Help 
shape your own future. And stay away 
from those people who want to sit around 
till their arteries harden."

Less shrinkage of mushrooms if baked

Elizabeth French's way of using mush- 


rooms as a garnishing dish has always 
struck me as the best such recipe. She 
washes the mushrooms thoroughly, slices 
thorn and puts them into a baking dish 
with a sprinkling of salt and pepper, mo- 
nosodium gltitamate. a lump of butter 
(or margarine) and a few drops of fresh 
lemon juice. They are then put into a 350- 
degree oven for IS minutes and stirred 
occasionally. There's much less shrin- 
kage this way than sauteeing them on 
top of the stove, and I can attest that 
they make a wonderful accompaniment 
to the "meat" part of the meal.

"Our aged can cope. At the very least 


we must give them that opportunity by 
p r o v i d i n g environmental and psy- 
chological support," 


Dr. Bernard A. Stotsky, clinical psy- 


chologist and psychiatrist at the Univer- 
sity of Washington School of medicine In 
Seattle, described the programmed with- 
drawal from normal participation in life 
that many of today's elderly face. 


Through death of relatives and friends, 


decline of social affiliations, placement 
in strange surroundings, retirement and 
a decrease in interests, old age becomes 
a time of boredom, idleness and loss of 
identity. 


"RETIREMENT IS no longer a pre- 


rogative. The satisfaction derived from 
work is not being replaced by anything 
meaningful and it leaves the elderly with 
no sense of service," said Stotsky. 


As alternatives for forced retirement, 


Stotsky gave two examples. First, retire- 
ment should be made a more gradual 
process, keeping the experienced, am- 
bitious, striving and intellectually intact 
elderly employes on a part-time basis. 


Secondly, Stotsky advised substitution 


of work with other personally rewarding 
activities such as a second career, new 
forms of social participation, educational 
programs and volunteerism, 


"Forced retirement is not only bad for 


the over-65 person, but it puts extra bur- 
den on the younger people who must take 
over," Stotsky pointed out. - 


THE PROBLEMS OF the elderly are 


aggravated by society imposing with- 
drawal and dependency, making post-re- 
tirement depression a common affliction. 
"How many rounds of golf can you play 
or how many times can you go fishing 
before It becomes boring?" Stotsky ques- 
tioned. 


As a deterrent to the problems of cop- 


ing with old age, the doctor stressed the 
importance of developing interests and 
activities before retirement — planning 
for the future. 


"I don't have an easy answer," Stotsky 


said. "The clergy needs to take a more 
active role and we must bring the family 
Into a closer relationship," he said. 


"Society must provide tangible tech-< 


nlques and associations to restore the 
sense of worthwhileness in our aged."

What about those college tests? 


by KAY MARSH 


For many of us, spring means but- 


terfties and kites, showers and flowers. 
But for the nation's 15.3 million high 
school students - especially the juniors 
and seniors — spring is the time for 
thinking about getting into college. Spec- 
ifically, it's the time when many take 
national tests for college admission. 


If you and/or your student are con- 


fused over the alphabet soup of SAT, 
ACT, PSAT/NMSQT and such, here are 
answers to a few of the questions that 
you might have. 


• What tests do students take? For 


most students, there are two basic na- 
tidnal tests that matter. One is the SAT 
(Scholastic Aptitude Test) which is given 
several times during the year. The other 
is the ACT (American College Test). Tin 
ACT is also given several times during 
the calendar year, but most counselors 
recommend that juniors take it in April. 
Thus thousands and thousands of college- 
bound students will be doing just that 
this month. 


• Which test do schools require? Be- 


cause this varies, many students take 
both the SAT and ACT. Many private 
schools ask for SAT scores, though more 
of these schools are now converting ACT 
scores to the SAT equivalents. For most 
students, the ACT is probably more im- 
p o r t a n t. All Illinois state-supported 
schools and most state-supported out-of- 


state schools accept ACT scores with ad- 
mission applications. 


• What about Illinois State Scholar- 


ships? The ACT scores are used in se- 
lecting Illinois State Scholars. Illinois 
State Scholars are students who qualify 
through ACT test scores above a certain 
cut-off point and through their grade 
point average from three years in high 
school. Students who score above a cer- 
tain level on the ACT are sent appli- 
cation forms for Illinois State Scholar- 
ship funds in October of the senior ye'ar, 
but anyone can apply after Oct. 1 for 
Illinois State Scholarship grants. In order 
to qualify for funds, however, the Schol- 
ars must show financial need. 


• How about National Merit Scholar- 


ships? The te&t that determines National 
Merit Scholars is the PSAT/NMSQT, or 
P r e l i m i n a r y Scholastic Aptitude 
Test/National Merit Scholarship (Quali- 
fying Test), which students take in Octo- 
ber of the junior year. These scores are 
also used hi the National Achievement 
Scholarship program for black students 
and for various other scholarship pro- 
grams. Sophomores sometimes take the 
test for practice. 


• How can one prepare for a national 


test? Studies show that taking practice 
tests often raises scores 5 to 10 points, - 
but officials of the testing organizations 
say that the effects of coaching are 
minimal. The main thing a student 


takes into the test room is what he or she 
has learned in 11 or 12 years of classroom 
experience, plus whatever- has been ac- 
quired at home, from watching tele- 
vision, reading or in other leisure time 
activities. 


• Is advance registration required? 


Yes, and a fee is involved. High school 
counselors have forms and information. 


• What is the CLEP test? The College 


Level Examination Placement test is 
specifically for adults who have been out 
of school for awhile and who-wish to pur- 
sue college studies. Persons who score at 
the required levels on the test may gain 
credit for college courses on the basis of 
what they've learned through study and 
job experience while out of school if the 
school to which they apply will accept 
the CLEP scores. 


• What is the SWET? Beginning this 


fall, a Test of Standard Written English 
will become part of the SAT package. 
The verbal and math sections of the 
SAT, now 75 minutes each, will be cut by 
15 minutes each to an hour in order to 
make time for the new 30-minute lan- 
guage usage test. Remaining as part of 
the three-hour battery will be the cus- 
tomary half hour of nonoperational test- 
ing. 


• Do national test scores really predict 


college success? Many educators think 
not, 
which is why many colleges are 


placing less emphasis on test scores and 
more on other factors. Nevertheless; na- 
tional test scores are still required by 
most colleges and universities. Good 
luck!

Between §4.50 and $25, depending on financing 
Golf course purchase by village may mean tax increases

Plans to purchase the Buffalo Grove 


Golf Course may call for property taxes 
of residents to go up between $4.50 and 
$25 a year, The Herald has learned. 


According to reliable sources in the vil- 


lage, the amount of the increase, if there 
is any at all. will depend on the method 
of financing chosen by village ttustees, 
They met In a two-hour closed-door ses- 
sion Monday night to discuss the pur- 
chase, but reportedly reached no deci- 
sion. 


Four trustees contacted by The Herald 


Tuesday said a proposed agreement with 
(he golf course owners was discussed, 
but financing is still undecided. Trustees 
contacted were Thomas Mahoney, Ran- 
dell Rathjen, Clarice Rech and Edward 
Osmon, 


SOt'RCES SAID the village is looking 


at three possible methods of financing 
the course, It can sell general obligation 
bonds, revenue bonds or a combination 
Of both Trustees contacted said they had 
not decided which type of financing they 
prefer. 


If the village chooses to finance the 


course with general obligation bonds, ac- 
cording to one source, homeowners could 
be assessed as much as $25 a year for 
the next 20 years. Since the village at the 
present time is not a home-rule munici- 
pality, the purchase would have to be ap- 
proved by residents in a referendum. 


tt'hcn (he village reaches a population 


r> 
! Zj.wn and gains home rule, however, 


it can increase property taxes a per- 
centage of its assessed valuation without 
approval of the voters. 


A NUMBER OF officials, one source 


said, would prefer arranging financing 
after the village gains home rule to avoid 
bringing the matter to a referendum. 


If the village chooses to finance the 


course with a combination of general ob- 
ligation and revenue bonds, the source 
said, homeowners could be assessed an 
additional $4.50 to S3 a year. The in- 
ere;"" would depend on what ratio of the 
two 'ypes of bonds trustees decided to 
purchase. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson has said 


general obligation bonds would be more 
advantageous because the village would 
receive a cheaper interest rate than with 
revenue bonds. 


H o w e v e r , with general obligation 


bonds, the village would be reponsible 
for seeing that bond holders receive the 
agreed'upon return on their investment. 


IF THE VILLAGE is unable to pay the 


bond holders, taxes could be increased to 
raise the needed money, or the bond 
holders could take over control of the 
course in the event the village could not 
pay. 


In the case of revenue bonds, the bond 


holders could take over the course, but 
taxes could not be raised if the village 
were to become delinquent in its pay- 
ments. 


Larson recently told The Herald the 


village could afford to purchase the golf 
course without an increase in property 
taxes. He said the village has obtained 
financial statements from the golf course 
owners which show it is a money-making 
operation and will "pay for itself." He 
was unavailable for comment Tuesday 
following reports that purchasing the 
course could mean an increase in taxes. 


T h e village board, according to 


sources, is considering an audit of the 
golf course to find out if it is a money- 
making operation, a majority of the 
trustees reportedly are skeptical about 
buying the golf course if it is not making 
money and would need the support of tax 
money, 


THE GOLF COURSE owners have of- 


fered to sell the course to the village for 
SI. I million. Under the proposed pur- 
chase agreement, the village would 
make an initial down payment of $1,000 
and have five years to arrange financing. 
At the time the agreement is executed 
and the down payment is made, the vil- 
lage would take over operation of the 
course. 


Village officials predict the course 


could become a municipal facility by 
Nov. i. 


If the village board approves the 


agreement, the village would make an 
annual payment of $1,000 to the owners 
until financing is arranged. In addition, 
the village would be required to make 
monthly interest payments on the unpaid 
balance. 


The owners have requested 6'per cent 


interest on the unpaid balance for the 
first two years and 7 per cent interest for 
the remaining three years of the agree- 
ment. Larson has said the village will 
arrange financing as soon as possible to 
avoid paying any more interest than is 
necessary. 


IN ANY CASE, under the agreement, 


the village could pay almost $353,000 in 
interest on the golf course even before it 
makes arrangements for financing it. 
The interest would be $66,000 the first

The 
program was set up in an attempt to 
curb drug abuse. 


Officials have said the drug abuse can 


be more effectively controlled through 
the cooperation of a number of commu- 


nities rather than by single municipal- 
ities working alone.

Grove's-participant in the program is re- 
lieved of all other duties with the police 
department while he is working under- 
cover for MEG. The village has agreed 
to pay the policeman an annual salary of 
$18,746 while he participates in the pro- 
gram.

needs the undercover policemen in an 
emergency situation, it has the right to 
withdraw him from MEG for as long as 
necessary. 


Trustee Randall Rathjen voted against 


participation in the program, saying he 
would prefer to study the 1974-75 fiscal 
year budget before committing funds and 
manpower to MEG.

Incumbent Kisten questions independents' backing 
School race issue: 'who runs district?9

The "overriding issue" of the April 13 


board election is who will run Dist. 62 
schools — "independent lay people or a 
board of education representing a special 
interest group," according to incumbent 
Stuart Kisten. 


Kisten was one of six candidates ap- 


pearing at a Monday night meeting spon- 
sored by the League of Women Voters of 
Des Plaines- Nearly 100 people attended 
the meeting. 


The caucus-endorsed incumbent ques- 


tioned the source of support for the inde- 
pendent candidates, saying that fourteen 
teachers, "a large number who don't live 
in the district," were identified as can- 
vassing for Concerned Citizens for Quali- 
ty Education (CCQE). 


"I HAVEN'T HEARD the opposition 


present any issues. They say they are 
pro-children and pro-quality education — 
things we all subscribe to," he said. 
"The real issue is whether the board will 
be a group respdnsive to the community 
or individuals backed by a small group 
of people with vested interests." 


CCQE candidae Mrs. Mary Kinser 


termed the caucus' "nosey inquiries" 
into CCQE supporters as "very in- 
appropriate." 


"The caucus candidates don't seem in- 


terested in our qualifications — they just 
keep raising diversionary and irrelevant 
questions," she said. "We welcome the 
support of teachers. We are not spon- 
sored by or the product of an elitist 
group." 


INDEPENDENT CANDIDATE Robert 


Meute, an Oak Park High School teach- 
er, said he could keep his personal feel- 
ings out of collective bargaining. 


"I can keep my personal feelings out 


of negotiations by being as objective as I 
possibly can," he said- "We all have per- 
sonal biases no matter what our jobs 
are." 


Meute added that he thinks it's time 


"for a professional educator on the 
board." 


The independents called for more 


board communication with the public 
and teachers, improved bus service and 
quality education for each child, 


CCQE candidate Jay Kuchel said inde- 


pendents feel the board needs a "near 
approach, new blood and constructive 
ideas." 


"FEEDBACK FROM the professional 


staff is a must," he said. "We would also 
like to see that every citizen receives all 
the cooperation they need from the 
school staff. 


The CCQE candidates will also seek 


"strict compliance" with the open meet- 
ings law, occording to Kuchel, and will 
encourage the public "to attend and take 
part in board meetings." 


The independent added that the CCQE 


feels "it is part of the school board's re- 
sponsibility to see that children are 
transported in a safe manner." 


Mrs. Kinser said the independents en- 


tered the race because of problems dur- 
ing contract negotiations last fall. "It 
was a distressing experience for all con- 
cerned," she said. 


WHILE THE "PRESENT board is not 


solely responsible" for the 11-month con- 
tract dispute, Mrs- Kinser said board 


Work out tree-destruction compromise 


Cook County highway officials worked 


out a compromise Monday with unhappy 
Hunting Ridge subdivision residents in 
Palatine who demonstrated against the 
destruction of a grove of trees near Har- 
per College. 


The compromise meant cutting down 


three trees and transplanting three oth- 
ers, said Donna Harling, who was on the 
scene Saturday, Monday and Tuesday to 
try to block the destruction. , 


Eight trees were felled Saturday be- 


fore neighboring residents realized what 
was happening. The clearing was a first 
step in the westward extension of Euclid 


Avenue from Plum grove Road to 
Roselle Road.. 


"WE DID SAVE a few trees," Mrs. 


Harfing said Tuesday. The grove was a 
popular picknicking spot for area resi- 
dents and Harper College students. Both 
groups protested the destruction Monday 
before Cook County Highway Chief Engi- 
neer of Construction Phillip Wilson came 
to Palatine to explain the county's build- 
ing plans. 


"He took us to the area and showed us 


the right-of-way," Mrs. Harling said of 
Wilson's visit. During their discussion, 


Wilson agreed to replant two small red- 
bud trees or dig them up for trans- 
planting at a nearby grade schopl. Anoth- 
er larger tree will be transplanted to the 
road side, she said. 


"They certainly wouldn't have saved 


any trees. I think they will think twice 
before going ahead and cutting down 
trees next time," Mrs. Harling said. 


Harper College officials had deeded the 


property to the county for the Euclid 
Road extension. Construction is sched- 
uled to end in 1975, and the 1.7-mile ex- 
tension will cost an estimated $2.5 mil- 
lion. 


members have an "inflexible attitude 
that regards teachers as adversaries."

concluded without a mass sick day, a 
strike or continued bickering. Last year's 
negotiations are behind us — the stage is 
set for more rapid negotiations this 
year." 


Bock noted that the board agreed to' 


negotiate non-salary items, "a major 
point last year," and hired a professional 
consultant for negotiations- 


"I'M OPTIMISTIC that with his assis- 


tance, negotiations this year will be 
brought to an amicable and early settle- 
ment," he added. 


In response to a question from the au- 


dience, Bock said his job at Xerox Corp. 
doesn't constitute a conflict of interest. 
The educational division of Xerox sells 
materials to school libraries. 


He said his company attorney re- 


viewed the circumstances and "doesn't 
see any conflict of interest in letter 
or spirit" since Bock doesn't work for 
the educational division of Xerox.

"The only way for a nonprofes- 


sional to become Involved in educa- 
tion is to be on the school board," 
syas Sylvia Lurie. "and I'm inter- 
ested in education and I like the idea 
of serving in a public role " 


Mrs Lurie. mother of two. is an 


incumbent member of the Dist. 26 
Board of Education seeking her first 
full term on the board. She won elec- 
tion to a one-year term last April af- 
ter having servied several months as 
an appointed member 


"Serving on the board offers a 


relationship with the community that 
I've never experienced before and it 
give' me a chance to do something 
for the district." she said. 


High on Mrs. Lurie's list of prior- 


ities for Dist 26 is curriculum uni- 
formih among the district's schools 
"Our curriculum is good and the 
OSPI < Off ice of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction) is pleased with 
the direction we are taking What I 
would like to see in our schools is 
less disparity between what is taught 
and how it is taught," she said. 


MRS. LURIE believes there Is too 


much difference between the type of 
education children get at the dis- 
trict's schools Bond School, for ex- 
ample, is highly individualized in its 
approach to teaching whereas the 
other schools for the most part still

"We have a long way to go to 


achieve individuaiization but it will 
proceed and we will take the position 
that as a change in education it is a 
good thing," Mrs. Lune said 


Part of the answer to unifying the 


teaching method at the schools lies in 
altering the ohysica! layout of the 
schools, she believes. "Most of our 
schools, with the exception of Bond, 
were built for the conventional edu- 
cation system with rooms like cu- 
bicles in a honeycomb 


"Dr 
Fndlund (district superin- 


tendent) was correct in assessing the 
building style as jerry-built. In order 
to meet the changes in teaching style 


everyone was in a hurry to make 
changes in the buildings 
without 


spending a lot of money. What we 
did was create impromptu learning 
centers to hold us over until more 
money becomes available to make 
structural changes in the buildings." 


To solve the problem Mrs. Lurie 


speculated that the only way to get 
more money to make building altera- 
tions is through bond referendum. 
She believes the committee studying 
Fridlund's report on the district's fa- 
cilities probably will also come to 
this conclusion 


ANOTHER IMPORTANT area of 


concern to Mrs. Lune is board-com- 
munity relations. Citizen advisory 
groups, she says, are necessary be- 
cause they offer a means for the 
board to keep in touch with commu- 
nity feelings 


"The type of educational system 


w e ' r e t a l k i n g about (individ- 
ualization) requires more community 
participation because we need par- 
ents as aides " 


Mrs. Lurie also said the board 


needs to establish a pipeline with the 
community 
"The biggest short- 


coming of the board is the gap be- 
tween it and the community. The 
board has a way of communicating 
with the community through 
the 


newspaper but there is a structural 
problem involved in getting commu- 


nity input back to the board " 


One means to bridge the gap, Mrs. 


Lurie suggests, is through PTAs As 
an organ representing the commu- 
nity, the PTA could provide greater 
input to the board "One of the para- 
doxes of a participatory democracy 
is that when things are going well, 
people stay home. It's only when 
things start going badly that they 
participate." 


MRS. 
LURIE believes 
schools 


should not be asked to solve social or 
family problems or discipline a child. 
"A child should be able to discipline 
himself. Different families have dif- 
ferent values and since there are no 
norms, schools, should not be asked 
to do parents' work," she said. 


Along with this the candidate said 


teachers should serve as guides for 
students rather 
than 
authorities. 


"Teachers have to become more uni- 
fied in their basic curriculum philos- 
ophy and there has to be cooperation 
between them 
and the adminis- 


tration." 


The balance between the commu- 


nity and the administration, she 
adds, is similar to civilian control of 
the military. "Few parents want to 
lun a school. Until their child starts 
suffering parents will stay out of ad- 
ministration affairs, but when some- 
thing goes wrong the administration 
will get parent feedback "

Gene Nelson is running for a seat 


on the Dist. 26 school board because 
he believes there should be "new 
blood" on that board. 


"I believe board members should 


only serve for three years so other 
people can have a chance to serve on 
the board. A board member should 
have children in the district because 
he will have greater Interest and be 
more motivated in district affairs If

Nelson also strongly believes board 


members should be more accessible

and facts about its decisions. "They

participation in district affairs. "I 
think the caucus is a good Idea " He 
failed to appear before the Dist, 28

Caucus, however, because he had not 
made up his mind to run for office 
until near the end of the filing peri- 
od. 


"PTAs CAN ALSO he a good link 


to filter feelings back to the board. 
They are the perfect place to first air 
out problems or questions and send 
feelings back to the board." 


Nelson also believes citizen adviso- 


ry groups, such as the one appointed 
to study the Maryville school site, 
are useful tools for the board. 


"Citizen groups take a big load off 


the board's shoulders because some- 


times the board doesn't have time to 
study all the facts about a problem." 


Nelson, who has lived in the dis- 


trict 11 years, believes the curricu- 
lum in the district is well-balanced 
after the first few years, but he is 
leery 
of incorporating 
unproven 


teaching methods into the district. 


"Are the new systems really good 


systems," Nelson asks. "I'm against 
change just for change's sake. We 
shouldn't gamble with our children 
and I think professionals should jus- 
tify their recommendations to the 
board and the people before imple- 
menting new programs. 


"They should prove that the bene- 


fits of a new program are worth it 
and will not cause any side effects.

Vocational education at the gram- 


mar school level is an area Nelson 
thinks is unnecessary. "There is 
plenty of time for it in high school. A 
general liberal arts education is good 
for anything you want to get into."

THINKS the biggest 


problem facing the district is the 
prospect of an increased enrollment 


if the Rob Roy Golf Course is devel- 
oped into multi-family housing "We 
have to define how many children 
will be in the development because 
we can't gear up for something like 
that overnight " 


The candidate also believes the dis- 


trict should give more individualized 
attention to students who are not 
motivated by an experimental or 
progressive learning approach "We 
should try to get a happy medium 
between a progressive approach and 
an individualized approach." 


Grades should continue to be used 


because they offer some means of 
encouragement or motivation for a 
child. Teachers should also provide 
more feedback to parents other than 
conferences 
and should be more 


available after school to discuss a 
child's progress with his parents. 


Nelson sees himself providing a 


balance to the board by bringing in a 
business attitude to offset the profes- 
sional educators" attitude. "I can 
bring in a conservative approach and 
try

communications. 


Sometimes the board is wrong and 
by listening to the public it can tem- 
per its decisions."

"There's no greater Investment a

school, Smith said. If a child Is get- 
ting too much or too little homework 
it should be a cue to parents to in- 
vestigate why that situation exists, 
the candidate said.

also come from teachers and admin- 
istrators. "Teachers, board members 
and the administration' are all work- 
Ing for the same end, a good educa- 
tion for children," said Smith. 


The curriculum being offered in

suggest because he hasn't been 
studying the district that long. 


Smith feels the trend toward indi- 


vidualization should take into consid- 
eration the needs of students.

River Trails teachers get 8% pay hike 


The Dist. 26 school board and the Riv- 


er Trails Education Assn. have approved 
a 1974-75 contract which provides teach- 
ers an 8.6 per cent salary increase. 


The contract, which was negotiated af- 


ter 'two bargaining sessions, was ap- 
proved 
overwhelmingly by 
teachers 


Tuesday. The board gave its unanimous 
approval to the contract package Tues- 
day night. 


In addition to the salary hike, teachers 


will also receive salary increments aver- 
aging 3.4 per cent. 


As a result of the package, the starting 


salary for a teacher with a bachelor's 
degree and no experience will jump from 
$8,325 this year to $9,040 next year. A 
teacher with a bachelor's degree and 10 
years experience will receive $12,815 
next year compared to $11,800 this year. 


THE SALARY hike, which amounts to 


a 12 per cent increase when increments 
arc included, will cost the district an ad- 
ditional $210,000 next year. The board 
will spend approximately $2 million this 
year for teacher salaries. 


Other items in the 1974-75 contract in- 


cluded updating educational increments 
twice a year; establishment of a sick 
leave bank to Ire administered _ by the 
RTEA; a 10 per cent increase in extra 
duty pay; and additional compensation 
for summer curriculum work. 


The negotiators also agreed to form a 


task force under the auspices of the 
RTEA to study development of a'merit 
pay system to reward teachers. The 
group will also study expanded insurance 
coverage and other fringe benefits as 
part of future contract considerations.

salary increase was the board's first of- 
fer. Rathgeber did not say what type of 
pay boost the teachers were seeking. The 
board's figure, however, was apparently 
close to RTEA expectations because set- 
tlement of the issue came after only two 
bargaining sessions.

Work out tree-destruction compromise 


Cook County highway officials worked 


out a compromise Monday with unhappy 
Hunting Ridge subdivision residents in 
Palatine who demonstrated against the 
destruction of a groVe of trees near Har- 
per College. 


The compromise meant cutting down 


three trees and transplanting three oth- 
ers, said Donna Harling, who was on the 
scene Saturday, Monday and Tuesday to 
try to block the destruction. 


Eight trees were felled Saturday be- 


fore neighboring residents realized what 
was happening. The clearing was a first 
step in the westward extension of Euclid 
Avenue from Plum grove Road to 
Roselle Road.. 


"WE DID SAVE a few trees," Mrs. 


Harling said Tuesday. The grove was a 
popular picknicking spot for area resi- 
dents and Harper College students. Both 
groups protested the destruction Monday 
before Cook County Highway Chief Engi- 
neer of Construction Phillip Wilson came 
to Palatine to explain the county's build- 
Ing plans. 


"He took us to the area and showed us 


the right-of-way," Mrs. Harling said of 
Wilson's visit. During their discussion, 
Wilson agreed to replant two small red- 
bud trees or dig'them up for trans- 
planting at a nearby grade school. Anoth- 
er larger tree will be transplanted to the 
road side, she said. 


"They certainly wouldn't have saved 


any trees. I think they will think twice 
before going ahead and cutting down 
trees next time," Mrs. Harling said. 


Harper College officials had deeded the 


property to the county for the Euclid 
Road extension. Construction is sched- 
uled to end in 1975, and the 1.7-mile ex- 
tension will cost an estimated $2.5 mil- 
lion.

SHE ALSO COMMENTED the In- 


dividually Guided Education pro- 
gram has shown that students test 
higher in self esteem, but language 
arts and math scores were not sig- 
nificantly different ater the first year 
of the three year pilot program. To 
warrant the extra expense of IGE, 
the program would have to prove 
educational benefits, she said.

enroll people in the job skill program, 
which is being funded through Cock 
County.

"The program is especially appealing 


to persons on public aid, if they can ar- 
range for child care," Newton said. "We 
don't see much chance of attracting 
someone who's already working."

Palatine Township electors authorized 


township officials to levy taxes to sup- 
port area mental health agencies at 
Tuesday's annual town meeting. 


The resolution, which passed by a vote 


of 43-18, means that the township can 
levy taxes for mental health programs if 


Trash-bag issue sacked for a week 


The proposed acceptance of bids on 


garbage bags touched off another debate 
Monday on the merits of continuing Pal- 
atine's free-garbage bag program for 
homeowners. 


The village board deferred action on 


the acceptance of a bid for garbage bags 
until next week. The garbage-bag issue 
was referred to the board's health, safety 
and welfare committee for review and a 
recommendation. 


Two bids for garbage bags were re- 


ceived by the village, For a period cov-. 
ering June, July and August Crest Pack- 
aging Inc. submitted a bid of $118.14 per 
l.ooo bags not delivered and the present 
supplier. Tobin Stahr Co., Inc., bid 
$110.16 per 1,000 bags delivered, There Is 


a possibility the price on Tobln Stahr's 
bags would increase May 1. 


TRUSTEE James Shaw indicated an- 


other firm may be interested in submit- 
ting a bid. The health, safety and welfare 
committee will also be considering res- 
cinding the village's garbage bag ordi- 
nance, lowering the qualifications for gar- 
bage bags and reviewing the merits of 
continuing the free garbage bag program 
with Health Director Richard Dawson at 
a committee meeting scheduled for 8 
p.m. Thursday at village hall. 


Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones in- 


dicated the delay in accepting one of the 
two bids already submitted could result 
in the village not being able to get deliv- 
ery on the bags. 


"Why should the village be in the gar- 


bage bag business? Why don't you let us 
all just buy our own bags?" asked W. 
Edward Howarth, a Palatine resident. 


Trustee Fred H. Zajonc, who has con- 


tinually opposed the free garbage bag 
program, said that since the bags are 
free, people are using them for purposes 
other than required in the village ordi- 
nance. The ordinance only requires that 
wet garbage be placed in village-ap- 
proved bags. 


ZAJONC ALSO SAID the ordinance 


was adopted because at the time garbage 
bags obtained in stores were not very 
strong and were frequently breaking 
open. Zajonc said the bags had since 
been approved and suggested the village 


look into rescinding the requirement that 
residents use village-approved bags. 


Trustee Richard W. Fonle also sug- 


gested the village investigate reducing 
the standards on bags, which would re- 
sult in a savings in cost. 


The controversial garbage bag pro- 


gram was originally designed as a tax 
rebate to taxpayers when the new village 
board took office. This ran into opposi- 
tion from condominium and business 
owners who also pay taxes but who 
would not benefit from the garbage bag 
program. After several months of de- 
bate, the program was started as a ser- 
vice of the village last December. 


This year the board has budgeted a 


maximum of $120,000 in federal revenue 
sharing funds to continue the^ program. 


revenue sharing is eventually cut off by 
the federal government, or is insufficient 
to support local programs. Members of 
the Palatine League of Women Voters 
opposed the resolution and offered an 
motion advising township auditors to 
specifically use revenue sharing for men- 
tal health. That motion was defeated by 
a 32-19 vote. 


"The power to tax provides an alterna- 


tive to a township or area-wide referen- 
dum for mental health service," said act- 
ing township attorney Richard Cowen. 


VOTERS IN PALATINE Township and 


three neighboring townships rejected a 
1971 referendum to establish a mental 
health district. Cowen said Tuesday that 
Illinois legislation, House Bill 231, allows 
a township 'board of auditors to levy a 
tax for mental health without going for a 
referendum, once the board yets approv- 
al from the electorate. That approval 
was given Tuesday by voters at the town 
meeting, held at Palatine Hills Junior 
High School 


The resolution gives taxing authority 


for state-approved programs in the areas 
of alcoholism, drug addiction and mental 
retardation, if the programs have been in 
existence for at least one year. 


Marge Colclesser, 203 Richards Drive, 


Palatine, offered the resolution. 


Ann Scollay, one of the League of 


Women Voter's who opposed the resolu- 
tion, said, "I would certainly hate to see 
another tax levied." 


AT THE START of Tuesday's town 


meeting, Township supervisor Howard I. 
Olsen read a letter from U. S. Secretary 
of the Treasury George P. Schultz stat- 
•ing that mental health falls within town- 
ship powers for revenue sharing ex- 
peditures. But that letter also questioned 
the use of township revenue sharing for 
activities which townships canno^ sup- 
port in their own budgets. 


Schultz wrote that he had problems 


with Illinois House Bill 739, which was 
approved last fall, enabling townships to 
spend revenue sharing in any area ap- 
proved by the federal government. Some 
of those areas are not part of the town- 
ship's normal budgeting powers. 


Schultz wrote that the legislation would 


extend the township's powers to spend 
revenue sharing without expanding pow- 
ers to spend its own money. 


Palatine Township froze $13,000 which 


it had promised to three agencies earlier 
this spring, after receiving a similar 
opinion gtom Illinois Attorney General 
William Scott.

A proposal {hat would have in effect 


created a city real estate tax levy was 
unanimously defeated Tuesday night by 
the Rolling Meadows cltj council. 


The proposal would have called for a 


levy of about in cents per $100 oE as- 
sessed valuation to raise some $100.000 
for the residential garbage program. The 
program is presently provided free to 
residents, but City Mar. James Watson 
has said increasing costs would make 
continuation of the free program diffi- 
cult. 


The city currently lev^s only a mental 


health tax, fire tax, police pension fund 


tax and a library tax. However, the men- 
tal health tax and police pension tax are 
abated, or abolished, each year. 


The appropriation proposed was ques- 


tioned Tuesday night by Mayor Roland 
Meyer, who said the tax levy was 
"strictly uncalled for" and by alderman 
Thomas Scanlan (1st ward). 


SCA.MLAN ASKED Watson, who pre- 


pared the proposed city budget, if the 
city expects to have any surplus funds in 
the present budget that could be carried 
over to the 1974-75 budget. 


When Watson estimated that some 


$200,000 may be carried over, Scanlan 


Township mental health 
tax levy gains approval 


Palatine Township electors authorized 


township officials to levy taxes to sup- 
port area mental health agencies at 
Tuesday's annual town meeting. 


The resolution, which passed by a vote 


of 43-18, means that the township can 
levy taxes for mental health programs if 
revenue sharing is eventually cut off by 
the federal government, or is insufficient 
to support local programs. Members of 
the Palatine League of Women Voters 
opposed the resolution and offered ap 
motion advising township auditors to 
specifically use revenue sharing for men- 
tal health. That motion was defeated by 
332-19 vote. 


"The power to tax provides an alterna- 


tive to a township or area-wide referen- 
dum for mental health service," said act- 
ing township attorney Richard Cowen. 


VOTERS r,\ PALATINE Township and 


three neighboring townships rejected a 
1971 referendum to establish a mental 
health district Cowen said Tuesday that 
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Illinois legislation, House Bill 231, 'allows 
a township board of auditors to levy a 
tax for mental health without going for a 
referendum, once the board yets approv- 
al from the electorate.. That approval 
was given Tuesday by voters at the town 
meeting, held at Palatine Hills Junior 
High School. 


The resolution gives taxing authority 


for state-approved programs in the areas 
of alcoholism, drug addiction and mental 
retardation, if the programs have been in 
existence for at least one year. 


Marge Colclesser, 203 Richards Drive, 


Palatine, offered the resolution. 


Ann Scollay, one of the League of 


Women Voters who opposed the resolu- 
tion, said, "I would certainly hate to see 
another tax levied." 


AT THE START of Tuesday's town 


meeting, Township supervisor Howard I. 
Olsen read a letter from U. S. Secretary 
of the Treasury George P. Schultz stat- 
ing that mental health falls within town- 
ship powers for revenue staring ex- 
peditures. But that letter also questioned 
the use of township revenue snaring for 
activities which townships cannot sup- 
port in their own budgets. 


Schultz wrote that he had problems 


with Illinois House Bill 739, which was 
approved last fall, enabling townships to 
spend revenue sharing in any area ap- 
proved by the federal government. Some 
of those areas are not part of the town- 
ship's normal budgeting powers. 


Schultz wrote that the legislation would 


extend the township's powers to spend 
revenue sharing without expanding pow- 
ers to spend its own money. 


Palatine Township froze $13,000 which 


it had promised to three agencies earlier 
this spring, after receiving a 
similar 


opinion gtom Illinois Attorney General 
William Scott. 


suggested the funds be used to defray the 
cost of the sanitation program. 


Meyer said the levy was not necessary 


and would create a tax burden on city 
residents. 


"I think the tax could be deleted and I 


think if the city is need of revenues it 
can go to other sources for them," Mey- 
er said. 


HE SAID RESIDENTS already pay in- 


d i r e c t l y for the garbage program 
through current' city taxes and that the 
levy would be a "double tax" for the ser- 
vice. 


Watson told the council that the levy, if 


approved, would not be placed on 'tax 
bills until next year and could therefore 
be abated by the December deadline if 
the money was not needed. 


But Meyer said approval of the levy 


would still mean the addition of a new 
city tax, which was unjustified. 


THE LEVY WOULD amount to about 


$10 of additional tax on homes assessed 
at $10,000. 


On a motion by Scanlan, who saad he 


wanted to "remove the burden on the 
residents immediately," the tax levy pro- 
posal was killed in a unanimous 10-0 
council vote. 


THE TOTAL .BUDGET package pre- 


sented in a public hearing Tuesday night, 
stands at approximately $4 million, the 
largest city budget ever proposed. It 
calls for the hiring of some 20 additional 
city employes, including six more fire- 
men and three men in the police depart- 
ment. 


The budget is expected to be approved 


at the next city council meeting April 23, 
but revisions may be made in the pack- 
age before aldermen vote. 


Meyer cautioned aldermen Tuesday 


night to consider the package carefully, 
especially the proposed manpower in- 
crease which he said would cost in ex- 
cess of $228,000.

Police try 
'Econo Mist' 
to save gas 


by STIRLING MORITA 


Another of those new-fangled, gasoline- 


saver contraptions is being tried out by 
Schaumburg police. 


The device called "Econo Mist" has 


been installed in a new squad car, and 
its fuel consumption will be,compared 
with consumption of the other new ve- 
hicles. All have 350 cubic inch engines. 


This is Econo Mist's first appearance 


in the Midwest. 


According to claims by its manufac- 


turer, Econo Mist is supposed to increase 
gas mileage 25 per cent and engine 
horsepower 20 per cent, stop preignition 
ping and carbon buildup, reduce friction 
and polluting exhausts and proling life of 
spark plugs and valves. 


"If it does everything it says it wil 


do, we may have them put in all the 
squad cars," said Schaumburg Police 
Chief Martin Conroy. 


CONROY AGREED to test Econo Mist 


after talking to Roger Ekenberg, owner 
of the Right Tennis Club in Schaumburg 
who hopes to get a franchise in the area 
to sell the device. 


Ekenberg said several acquaintances 


were also testing the device. He reported 
more acceleration in his engine and 
about a 23 per cent increase in gasoline 
mileage. 


Kim Seidler. regional manager for the 


company, said a quart of secret li- 
quid mixture, which includes methanol. is 
mixed with about three quarts of water 
and placed in a gallon container which is 
installed under the hood and connected to 
the carburetor. A hose connected to the 
bottom of the container sends airbubbles 
through the mixture, collecting vapors, 
he said. The vapor then mixes with the 
fuel in the carburetor, Seidler said. 


THE MIXTURE will be used up in 


about 3,500 miles, and a new mixture 
must be put in, Seidler said. He claimed 
that better mileage and lower mainte- 
nance costs resulted because of efficient 
burning of gasoline. 


Conroy noted that premium fuel might 


not be needed with the device and that 
lost horsepower that resulted when the 
department switched to smaller engines 
might be compensated for. He did not 
know how much the village could save 
with installation of Econo Mist. 


Seidler said the device's inventor, Had- 


ley B. Mills, worked on Econo Mist for 
about six years and received a patent 
last October. 


Mills, who lives in New Mexico, had 


the device tested by state police there. 
The test revealed that mileage was in- 
creased from 6.2 to 8.4 miles per gallon 
or an increase of about 35 per cent, Seid- 
ler added. 


"We've had instances of people getting 


60 to 70 per cent increases in gas mile- 
age, but we don't publicize it too much 
because it sounds too impossible," Seid- 
ler said. 


ABOUT 7,000 devices have been sold in 


the southwestern area of the country, he 
added. The product will be marketed 
here and in Indiana and Michigan after 
testing is completed, Seidler said. "It 
may take a little longer, but we want the 
people to see for themselves." 


The device can be installed for $29.50 


each. The additive liquid costs $2 a 
quart. A money-back guarantee is also 
offered by the company. 


Dirt-hauling curbs draw angry rebuke

A Hoffman Estates park commissioner 


reacled stormily to village restrictions 
on trucks hauling dirt for development of 
High Point Park. 


"It would appear they (village board 


members) are trying their damnest to 
stab the park district in the back," 
Comr. George Rush said, noting that in- 
put by park district officials was not 
sought before the restrictions were ap- 
proved. 


The village board Monday night' ap- 


proved the following provisions that must 
be met before Glen Lake Road can be 
used for dirt hauling to the park: 


• Completion of hauling by July 14. 
• A letter of credit for $10,000 depos- 


ited to cover estimated repair work. If 
costs exceed $10,000, the park district 
should pay the extra amount. 


• Park district provide or pay for daily 


cleanup and dust control. 


• Park district pay for any temporar^ 


maintenance and patching until final re- 
pair work is contracted. 


• All dirt trucks using the road must 


be restricted to five miles an hour. 


• A formal contract must be signed by 


officials of both governmental bodies to 
insure compliance. 


THE $10,000 LETTER of credit is to 


assure payment of final repairs to Glen 
Lake Road. Last year, trucks trans- 
porting fill toi the park damaged the 
street. The park district and a local de- 
veloper agreed to split up to $5,000 in 
repairs for the street. 


The village had agreed to delay final 


repair work last fall until the park dis- 
trict finished its work, but the wet weath- 
e.r hampered the development, Al Bind- 
er, park district director said yesterday. 


An estimated 300 loads of dirt and oth- 


er materials need to be brought in for 
tennis court work and extra fill around 
High Point Lake, Binder said. He added 
that if the weather permitted, the July 14 
deadline date could be met. 


Rush said the provisions could "very 


well delay work" at the site. 


BOTH RUSH AND Comr. Shirley Gib- 


bons said they did not know where the 
village officials got the estimated $10,000 
figure. 


"I 
Hunk they're expecting 
a big 


amount of damage," Mrs. Gibbons said. 
"I don't foresee that big a problem. We 
just want to get in and get the job done. 


"I just hope we don't have any more 


friction than we've had. The rapport be- 
tween the two haven't been the best in 
the past couple years." 


Rush said he felt the park district was 


being singled out and that he hoped the 
village would also enforce the five-ton 
vehicle limit for garbage trucks and de- 
velopers' vehicles. 


AT THE VILLAGE board meeting,

Village Mgr. George Longmeyer said 


the repair cost could run as high as

Township budget OKd at annual meet 


Schaumburg Township's 1974-73 budget 


was approved after virtually no commu- 
nity reaction at last night's annual town 
meeting. The total budget amounts to 
$834,720. 


The meeting must be held to fulfill a 


state requirement. However, since ap- 
proval of the budget was given to the 
board of auditors several years ago, 
community reaction has been slight. Pri- 
or to that time, the electorate had direct 
voting control over the budget's approv- 
al. 


Last night, only 20 people attended, 


and many were township employes. One 
citizen questioned the proposed library 
budget. 


•The board of auditors also presented 
individual reports. Vern Laubenstein, su- 
pervisor, is "always eager to get Input at 
this type of meeting," but added he was 
disappointed that there was no commu- 
nity response. 


The library fund for next year is 


$565.000. David Surholman, of 610 Negro 
Rd.. Schaumburg. asked why the fund 
was budgeted about 40 per cent higher 
than last year. 


MIKE MADDEN, library director, said 


the fund is received from a set tax rate 
which currently is about 13 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. The Increase 
comes from the increased valuation rath- 
er than Increased taxes. 


Next year's town fund will be $194,720. 


The town fund was Increased 
from 


$140,776 because of the rising cost of 
elections and additional youth outreach 
services. 


The general assistance fund was ap- 


proved at $75,000. Increased cost of living 
and additional welfare recipients account 
for the $30,000 Increase. 


Laubenstein pointed out the services 


the township has added over the past 
year, including minibus service for se- 
nior citizens, additional staff for youth 
services, "in-township mental health ser- 
vice," and a Headstart program in the 
township. He said he appreciated being 
able to use federal revenue sharing funds 
to respond to these community needs.

Park commissioners OK contribution guidelines 


Developer contribution guidelines mod- 


eled after ones compiled by school dis- 
tricts 15 and 54 have been approved by 
the Hoffman Estates Park Board of 
Commissioners. 


The park district standards, which will 


be sent to prospective area developers 
and village officials, outline what open 
areas might be needed for certain popu- 
lation densities. 


The donation section is divided into two 


parts — cash or land contributions. Own- 


ers of private buildings would be asked 
to pay a cash donation of 10 cents per 
square foot of building and parking lot. A 
developer of public buildings would be 
requested to donate a sum determined by 
renting capacity. 


Under the land donation section, the 


guidelines list an over-all standard for an 
urbanized area as one acre per 100 per-i 
sons'. 


A COMMUNITY PARK, defined as an 


area about 100 acres in size providing a 
broad expanse of natural scenery and 


special features, is recommended for ey- 
ery 40,000 persons. An indoor center 
would be needed for every 3,500 to 8,000 
persons. 


A neighborhood park, which is an area 


three to 15 acres in size for active and 
passive use by persons of all ages, is rec- 
ommended for every 800 persons. A play- 
lot, 2,500 square feet of land for pre- 
schoolers, should serve about 100 fami- 
lies. A community center 
would be 


needed for every 15,000 to 30,000 persons.

Revenue sharing go-ahead 
reported at Wheeling session 


Wheeling Township Supervisor Ethel 


Kolerus announced last night at the 
township's annual meeting that a federal 
decision has been made stating that 
townships are qualified to receive and 
distribute revenue sharing funds. 


The decision was a response to allega- 


tions made by the Illinois League of 
Women Voters that the state townships 
lack power to receive and spend revenue 
sharing money. 


Mrs. Kolerus said that the township's 


attorney, Richard Cowen, received a let- 
ter from U. S. Secretary of Treasury 
George Schultz who determined that 
townships do qualify as a "unit of local 
government." 


Revenue sharing is a program in which 


local taxing bodies are given federal 
money to spend as they wish under loose 
federal guidelines. 
, In light of the decision, the township 
will go ahead with plans to carry out pro- 
grams and services funded by revenue 
sharing for the residents o£ Wheeling 
Township, said Mrs. Kolerus.

One resolution enables the township, as 


a governmental taxing unit, to use reve- 
nue sharing money for mental health 
programs and services. An allocation of 
$200,000 has been made in the township^s 
revenue sharing budget, which is sepa- 
rate from its regular budget. 


The other resolution calls for an ap- 


proximate $9,000 allocation to the Wheel- 
ing Township Highway Commissioner for 
a four-wheel drive truck. The money can 
be used to buy the vehicle under a public 
transportation category provided by fed- 
eral guidelines, township officials said. 


MRS. KOLERUS stated that more than 


$250,000 in federal revenue sharing has 
been received to date and that another 
$200,000 is anticipated. The township is 
drafting a revenue sharing budget of ap- 
proximately $470,000. 


From the total amount of revenue 


sharing anticipated, $50,000 will be used 
for the poor and aged; $125,000 for envi- 
ronment; $200,000 for mental health ser- 
vices, which would include youth ser- 
vices; $9,000 for the highway commis- 
sioner's truck and $66,000 for a possible 
mass transportation service aimed pri- 
marily for senior citizens. 


Wheeling Township Assessor Marshall 


Theroux and Highway Commissioner Ar- 
thur Olsen Jr. gave annual reports on 
their departments. 


Theroux .said that more than 10,000 


.Wheeling Township residents during the 
year approached the township for advice 
on property assessments and tax mat- 
ters. The high number of people coming 
in for advice, Theroux said, would re- 
quire additional help and will be pro- 
vided for in the next township budget. 


Olsen stated that in order to maintain 


township roads in the best possible condi- 
tion with minimum costs, a budget of 
$564,563 is being proposed. 


Elk Grove Township meeting 
held; activities reviewed 


The annual town meeting, once a fo- 


rum for the conducting of community 
business and the airing of opinion, was a 
quick and quiet affair in Elk Grove 
Township las.t night. 


A small crowd of about 25 sat silently 


while reports summarizing the business 
conducted by the township during the 
past year were read to the group. A re- 
port on the year and the future was then 
read by township supervisor 
Richard 


Hall. 


Hall, in his report reviewing the year's 


activities carried on by the township, 
was generally pleased with the town- 
ship's overall operation. He cited the 
work done through the township's gener- 
al assistance fund to the needy, sewer 
maintenance, flooding relief, the senior 
citizens program and the township's pro- 
gram for youth. 


HALL ALSO LOOKED toward 
the 


coming year, citing two new township 
programs, a proposed day care center 
and a bicycle safety study now being 
carried out. 


Hall said plans now call for the town- 


ship day care center to open around 
Sept. 1, catering to all incomes through a 
sliding scale of fees. 


Hall added that the township is pre- 


sently studying a bicycle safety study of 
the township, through the Elk Grove 
Park District. Hall said the township 
could further finance a safety program 
for bicycles if the survey turned up such 
a need. 


Hall began his report by citing a letter 


received by the township from Secretary 
of the Treasury George Schultz, assuring 
that township governments in Illinois 
were eligible to receive federal revenue 
sharing funds and would continue to do 
so. 


HALL SAID THE letter was in re- 


sponse to petitions sent in to Schultz, by 
the League of Women Voters, which 
sought to stop the allocation of revenue 
sharing monies to township governments. 
. Following Hall's brief report, no new 
business was brought up and the 35-min- 
ute meeting was closed until next year. 


The town meeting has become some- 


what traditional, according to Hall, who 
added that most of the township's work 
is now done by the township board, rath- 
er than through the'old town meeting 
system. 


The next town meeting date was also 


set at the meeting, for April 8, 1975 at 
•the township offices. 


Prospect High band lo 'represent' village 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. Tei- 


chert has proclaimed each member of 
the Prospect High School band an "hon- 
ored citizen" and "official representa- 
tive" of the village. 


In a proclamation issued in honor of 


the band's upcoming participation in the 
International Festival of Music in Mexi- 
co, Teichert stated: "I do hereby pro- 
claim that each member of the Prospect 
band is an honored citizen of Mount

Sylvia Lliriei Would like tosee curriculum uniformity 


"The only way for a nonprofes- 


skmal to become involved in educa- 
tion is to be on the school board." 
syas Sylvia Lurle. "and I'm Inter- 
ested in education and I like the Idea 
of serving in a public rote " 


Mrs. Lurle. mother of two. is an 


incumbent member of the Dist. 26 
Board of Education seeking her first 
full term on the board. She won elec- 
tion to a one-year term last April af- 
ter having servled sevetal months as 
an appointed member. 


"Serving on the board offers a 


relationship with the community that 
I've never experienced before and it 
gives me a chance to do something 
for the district," she said. 


High on Mrs Lurie's list of prior- 


ities for Dist 26 is curriculum uni- 
formity among the district's schools. 
"Our curriculum is good and the 
OSPI (Office of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction) is pleased with 
the direction we are taking. What I 
would like to see in our schools is 
Jess disparity between what is taught 
and how it is taught," she said. 


MRS. LfRlE believes there is too 


much difference between the type of 
education children get at the dis- 
trict's schools Bond School, for ex- 
ample, is highly individualized in its 
approach to teaching whereas the 
other schools for the most part still

maintain a more structured ap- 
proach. 


"We have a long way to go to 


achieve individualization but it will 
proceed and we will take the position 
that as a change in education it is a 
good thing," Mrs. Lurie said. 


Part of tbs answer to unifying the 


teaching method at the schools lies in 
altering the physical layout of the 
schools, she believes. "Most of our 
school.?, with the exception of Bond, 
were built for the conventional edu- 
cation system with rooms like cu- 
bicles in a honeycomb. 


"Dr. Fridlund (district superin- 


tendent) was correct in assessing the 
building style as jerry-built. In order 
to meet the changes in teaching style 


everyone was in a hurry to make 
changes in the buildings without 
spending a lot of money. What we 
did was create impromptu learning 
centers to hold us over until more 
money becomes, available to make 
structural changes in the buildings." 


To solve the problem Mrs. Lurie 


speculated that the only way to get 
more money to make building altera- 
tions is through bond referendum. 
She believes the committee studying 
Fridlund's report on the district's fa- 
cilities probably will also come to 
this conclusion 


ANOTHER IMPORTANT area of 


concern to Mrs. Lurie is board-com- 
munity relations. Citizen advisory 
groups, she says, are necessary be- 
cause they offer a means for the 
board to keep in touch with commu- 
nity feelings. 


"The type of educational system 


w e ' r e t a l k i n g about (individ- 
ualization) requires more community 
participation because we need par- 
ents as aides." 


Mrs. Lurie also said the board 


needs to establish a pipeline with the 
community. "The biggest 
short- 


coming of the board is the gap' be- 
tween it and the community. The 
board has a way of communicating 
with the community through the 
newspaper but there is a structural 
problem involved in getting commu- 


nity input back to tha board.", 


One means to bridge the gap, Mrs. 


Lurie suggests, is through PTAs- As 
an organ representing the commu- 
nity, the PTA could provide greater 
input to the board. "One of the para- 
doxes of a participatory democracy 
is that when things are going well, 
people stay home. It's only when 
things start going badly that they 
participate." 


MRS. 
LURIE believes 
schools 


should not be asked to solve social or 
family problems or discipline a child. 
"A child should be able to discipline 
himself. Different families have dif- 
ferent values and since therti are no 
norms, schools, should not be asked- 
to do parents' work," she said. 


Along with this the candidate said 


teachers should serve as guides for 
students rather than 
authorities. 


"Teachers have to become more uni- 
fied in their basic curriculum philos- 
ophy and there has to be cooperation 
between them and the adminis- 
tration." 


The balance between the commu- 


nity and the administration, she 
adds, is similar to civilian control of 
the military. "Few parents want to 
run a school. Until their child starts 
suffering parents will stay out of ad- 
ministration affairs, but when some- 
thing goes wrong the administration 
will get parent feedback-" 


Nelson: 6/'m against change just for change's sake' 


Gene Nelson is running for a seat 


on the Dist. 26 school board because 
he believes there should be "new 
blood" on that board. 


"I believe board members should 


only serve for three years so other 
people can have a chance to serve on 
the board A board member should 
have children in the district because 
he will have greater interest and be 
more motivated in district affairs if 
his children are involved and affect- 
ed by what goes on." 


Nelson also strongly believes board 


members should be more accessible 
to the public. "The board should lis- 
ten to people and make facts known 
to them through the press. There's 
no need to put people off by telling 
them they don't understand a situ- 
ation because they don't have all the 
facts " 


The candidate believes the board 


should also provide more background 
and facts about its decisions. "They 
should explain what the ramifica- 
tions of a decision are and what they 
anticipate from it." 


Nelson is in favor of more citizen 


participation in district affairs. "I 
think the caucus is a good idea." He 
failed to appear before the Dist. 26

Caucus, however, because he had not 
made up his mind to run for office 
until near the end of the filing peri- 
od. 


••PTAs CAN ALSO be a good link 


to filter feelings back to the board. 
They are the perfect place to first air 
out problems or questions and send 
feelings back to the board." 


Nelson also believes citizen adviso- 


ry groups, such as the one appointed 
to study the Maryville school site, 
are useful tools for the board. 


"Citb.cn groups take a big load off 


the board's shoulders because some- 


times the board doesn't have time to 
study all the facts about a problem." 


Nelson, who has lived in the dis- 


trict 11 years, believes the curricu- 
lum in the district is well-balanced 
after the first few years, but he is 
leery 
of 
incorporating 
unproven 


teaching methods into the district. 


"Are the new systems really good 


systems," Nelson asks. "I'm against 
change just for change's sake. We 
shouldn't gamble with our children 
and I think professionals should jus- 
tify their recommendations to the 
board and the people before imple- 
menting new programs. 


"They should prove that the bene- 


fits of a new program are worth it 
and will not cause any side effects. 
After all, we can't go back and fix a 
child's education if we do something • 
wrong." 


Vocational education at the gram- 


mar school level is an area Nelson 
thinks is unnecessary. "There is 
plenty of time for it in high school. A 
general liberal arts education is good 
for anything you want to get into." 


NELSON THINKS the 
biggest 


problem facing the district is the 
prospect of an increased enrollment 


if the Rob Roy Golf Course is devel- 
oped into multi-family housing. "We 
have to 'define how many children 
will be in the development because 
we can't gear up for something like 
that overnight." 


The candidate also believes the dis- 


trict should give more individualized 
attention to students who are not 
motivated by an experimental or 
progressive learning approach. "We 
should try to get a happy medium 
between a progressive approach and 
an individualized approach." 


Grades should continue to be used 


because they offer some means of 
encouragement or motivation for a 
child. Teachers should also provide 
more feedback to parents other than 
conferences and should be more 
available after school to discuss a 
child's progress with his parents. 


Nelson sees himself providing a 


balance to the board by bringing in a 
business attitude to offset the profes- 
sional educators' attitude. "I can 
bring in a conservative approach and 
try to improve communications. 
Sometimes the board is wrong and 
by listening to the public it can tem- 
per its decisions." 


Frank G. Smith: Concerned with apathy toward schools 


"There's no greater investment a 


community can make than in its chil- 
dren, says Frank G. Smith, candi- 
date for the Dist. 26 Board of Educa- 
tion. "My primary interest is in a 
child's education both social and aca- 
demic." 


Smith, seeking one of two three- 


year terms in the April 13 election, 
has been a teacher in Skokie Dist. 88 
for 18 years. Although he has lived in 
the district for nnly two years, Smith 
decided to run for the board follow- 
ing a request from the Dist, 26 
Caucus. Smith is Caucus-endorsed, 


He is concerned with the apathy of 


the community toward the school dis- 
trict. "Unless there Is a problem you 
don't hear from the community. The 
board spends their money and yet If 
there isn't a problem they let the 
board spend it as It wants." 


Parents also should be Interested 


in their children and their work at 
school, Smith said. If a child is- get- 
ting too much or too little homework 
it should be a cue to parents to in- 
vestigate why that situation exists, 
the candidate said,

also come from teachers and admin- 
istrators. "Teachers, board members 
and the administration are all work- 
ing for the same end, a good educa- 
tion for children," said Smith. 


The curriculum being offered in 


Dist, 26 is good, but Smith adds he 
doesn't know what type of changes to 
suggest because he hasn't 
been 


studying the district that long. 


Smith feels the trend toward indi- 


vidualization should take into consid- 
eration the needs of students. Not all 
students can work alone, and not 


many teachers can work with this 
type of system, he contends. 


Smith said administrators should 


be in charge of running schools. "If 
you hire a good administrator, he in 
turn will hire good teachers." The 
board, he says, should be concerned 
with getting reports, paying bills and 
keeping a general eye on the schools. 


"I think I would be a balanced 


member of the board because unlike 
many of the board members, I'm not 
in a management position. I don't 
see any conflict in my rote as a 
teacher and being a board member." 


Although a member of the National 


Education Assn., Smith claims it 
would not deter him from being 
against an NEA proposal which he 
believed was not in the best interest 
of the district. 


Smith also said tenure for teachers 


trict. "Tenure is an overworked is- 
sue. I don't think it hurts a commu- 
nity and there are ways to get rid of 
a tenured teacher," he said. 


As a board member Smith said he 


would also work to improve relations 
and communications with the com- 
munity. 


HE LOOKS AT citizens' groups 


working with the administration as a 
step toward improved community re- 
lations. He also suggests having par- 
ents work with administrators and 
teachers to study the present report 
card used in the lower grades. 


Smith would also like to see stu- 


dents become more involved in the 
workings of the district. One way to 
do this would be to have students 
present at board meetings. "The 
board is a little government of its 
own and students could learn a lot by 
observing how it works," he said. 


Smith also encourages the start of 


more community-oriented programs 
such as school science fairs and mu- 
sic and art programs. He claims the 
PTA could work in this area by spon- 
soring such events perhaps to run 
concurrently with PTA meetings. 


Another change Smith would like 


to see is a return to Central Standard 
time at least in the winter months. 
The current practice of having Day- 
light Savings Time year round, he 
says, presents safety hazards for 
children because they must walk to 
school in the dark,

The Village of Mount Prospect has 


been cited by the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District for allegedly failing to adequate- 
eliminate illegal sewer connections, The 
Herald has learned. 


A notice of violation accusing the vil- 


lage of not complying with the sanitary 
district's requirement that illegal con- 
nections to the sewer system be removed 
was issued March 8 by Forrest C. Neil, 
chief MSD engineer. 


The village has contested the citation, 


charging the MSD of being as guilty as 
the village. "Our position is the sewers 
they're talking about are MSD sewers," 
said Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley. "So 
if anyone is a violator, they're co-viola- 
tors." 


IN A BLISTERING letter to the sani- 


tary district, Mayor Robert D. Teichert 
stated that the citation "was ill-advised, 
had poor timing and is a result of a com- 
munication gap. It is apparent that your 
staff is not cognizant of the whole picture 
here in Mount Prospect." He then pro- 
ceeded to list eight reasons challenging 
the citation, including: 


The village owns about 20 per cent of 


the sewers in the village, with the re- 
mainder owned by the MSD and by Citi- 
zens Utilities Co, Addison, 


• The village employes "very stringent 


inspection procedures before acceptance 
of a new system," including a television 
system that points out defects in the sew- 
er system. 


• The village has "one of the most 


modern, self-sufficient, and competent 
sewer crews in this metropolitan area,"

• A fulltime draftsman-engineer has 


been hired to devise sewer maps. 


• A program to disconnect downspouts 


has been initiated, with 85 per cent of the 
illegal downspouts in sewer areas not 
maintained by the village. 


• A large storm sewer has been in- 


stalled in the Hatlen Heights subdivision 


• Several retention and detention ba- 


sins have been constructed, and field 
tiles that were cross connected with the 
sanitary sewer system have been dis- 
connected. 


• A $2 million bond issue that will 


benefit sanitary sewer facilities has been 
passed. 


"Since the MSD owns the greatest part 


of our sewers," Teichert noted in con- 
clusion, "I believe we are in this thing 
together." 


THE MSD REQUIREMENT that mu- 


nicipalities remove illegal connections to 
the sewer system went into effect last 
year. Eppley said the citation for non- 
compliance "came as a complete sur- 
prise. We knew letters were going to go 
out, but thought we were so far ahead of 
everyone else (in complying), that they 
would leave us alone." About 40 similar 
letters were sent to other communities, 
according to Eppley. 


MSD procedure is to folloxv up the let- 


ter of citation with a series of "con- 
ciliatory meetings" One meeting be-

If the meetings fail to resolve the dif-

Representatives of L 
f. S. Senators Atllal 


Stevenson and Charles Percy and U. S. 
Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12, will be meet- 
ing with the Army in an attempt to re- 
solve the controversy surrounding the 
Arlington Heights Nike Base, according 
fo Thomas Thornton, Arlington Heights 
Park District Director. 


The park district's plans for a $1 mil- 


lion golf course on the base, Central and 
Wiike roads, received a setback last 
week when the Army announced plans to 
move five Army Reserve units into the 
site from their present quarters in Chi- 
cago. 


The park district had hoped to gain 


control of the 75-acre missile 
facility 


when it was announced earlier this year 
that funding for the Nike-Hercules mis- 
sile program had been cut from the fed- 
eral budget. 


THE PARK district and the Army 


have been engaged in war of nerves for 
several years over the fate of the base. 
The parks have attempted to have the 
land declared surplus while the Army 
has maintained the site was necessary to 
defense programs, such as the proposed 
Reserve center to be used primarily on 
weekends. 


The Army's holdings at the base have 


been chipped away during the last year 
by the park district. The first park victo- 
ry was 13 acres of the base outside the 
fence perimeter. 


THE PARK district hopes to score 


again within weeks for 52 acres original- 
ly set aside for the construction of Naval 


housing. The housing plan was with- 
drawn in the face of local opposition 
backed by area legislators. 


The land now has been declared sur- 


plus by the federal government and the 
park district will be filing a formal use 
application for it shortly. 


The planned use was to be the full 18- 


hold course to be constructed on that 
land, in addition to the remaining 75 
acres the Army now plans to retain. 


DAVID GILL, the course architect, has 


said his plans could be scaled down to fit 
a nine-hole course on just the 52 acres. 


Thornton said the application for the 


52 acres, to the Department of the Interi- 
or, which handles the title transfer, may 
be granted an extension past the April 25 
deadline originally set. He said no other 
local governmental body has expressed 
an interest in the site and "just the pa- 
perwork" remains. 


THE MEETING of the legislators and 


the Army is scheduled to take place 
April 22. Thornton said it is hoped this 
meeting will lay the groundwork for a 
resolution of the problem. 


Thornton hinted homeowners in the 


base area and other residents may at- 
tempt to dramatize the situation. He said 
bumper stickers favoring the park's posi- 
tion Issued two months ago were only the 
"opening guns." 


He said there could be public demon- 


strations if the Army attempts the trans- 
fer of the Reserves to Arlington Heights 
from Chicago. 
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Revenue sharing go-ahead 
reported at Wheeling session 


Wheeling Township Supervisor Ethel 


Kolerus announced last night at the 
township's annual meeting that a federal 
decision has been made stating that 
townships are qualified to receive and 
distribute revenue sharing funds. 


The decision was a response to allega- 


tions made by the Illinois League of 
Women Voters that the state townships 
lack power to receive and spend revenue 
sharing money. 


Mrs. Kolerus said that the township's 


attorney. Richard Cowen, received a let- 
ter from U. S. Secretary of Treasury 
George SchulU who determined that 
townships do qualify as a "unit of local 
government." 


Revenue sharing Is a program In which 


local taxing bodies are given federal 
money to spend as they wish under loose 
federal guidelines. 


In light of the decision, the township 


will go ahead with plans to carry out pro- 
grams and services funded by revenue 
sharing for the residents of Wheeling 
Township, said Mrs. Kolerus. 


AT THE ANNUAL meeting, two reso- 


lutions on revenue sharing were passed. 


One resolution enables the township, as 


a governmental taxing unit, to use reve- 
nue sharing money for mental health 
programs and services. An allocation of

Theroux and Highway Commissioner Ar- 
thur Olsen Jr. gave annual reports on 
their departments. 


Theroux said that more than 10,000 


Wheeling Township residents during the 
year approached the township for advice 
on property assessments and tax' mat- 
ters. The high number of people coming 
In for advice, Theroux said, would re- 
quire additional help-and will be pro- 
vided for in the next township budget. 


Olsen stated that in order to maintain 


township roads In the best possible condi- 
tion with minimum costs, a budget of 
$5114,563 is being proposed.

Work out tree-destruction compromise 


Cook County highway officials worked 


out a compromise Monday with unhappy 
Hunting Ridge subdivision residents in 
Palatine who demonstrated against the 
destruction of a grove of trees near Har- 
per College, 


The compromise meant cutting down 


three trees and transplanting three oth- 
ers, said Donna Harling, who was on the' 
scene Saturday, Monday and Tuesday to 
try to block the destruction. 


Eight trees were felled Saturday be- 


fore neighboring residents realized what 
was happening. The clearing was a first 


step in the westward extension of Euclid 
Avenue from Plum grove Road to 
Roselle Road.. 


v "WE DID SAVE a few trees," Mrs. 
Harling said Tuesday. The grove'was a 
popular picknicking spot for area resi- 
dents and Harper College students. Both 
groups protested .the destruction Monday 
before Cook County Highway Chief Engi- 
neer of Construction Phillip Wilson came 
to Palatine to explain the county's build- 
ing plans. ' 


"He took us to the area and showed us 


the right-of-way," Mrs. Harling said of 
Wilson's visit. During their discussion, 


Wilson agreed to replant two small red- 
bud trees or dig them up for trans- 
planting at a nearby grade school. Anoth- 
er larger tree will be transplanted to the 
road side, she said. 


"They certainly wouldn't have saved 


any trees. I think they will think twice 
before going ahead and cutting down 
trees next time," Mrs. Harling said. 


Harper College officials had deeded the 


property to the' county for the Euclid 
Road extension. Construction is sched- 
uled to end in 1975, and the 1.7-mile ex- 
tension will cost an estimated $2.5 mil- 
lion. 


Village OKs 
fare hikes 
for taxicahs 


The cost of a cab ride in Arlington 


Heights apparently will be going up soon. 


The village board's finance committee 


voted unanimously Tuesday night to rec- 
ommend approval of fare increases for 
the City Transport Co., 9 N. Hickory St., 
operator of Arlington Heights' Yellow 
cabs. 


The new fares amount to about a 20 


per cent increase over the current price 
levels, which have been in effect since 
August, 1969. 


For example, the cost of a three-mile 


trip within the village would go from 
$1.90 currently to $2.30. The average fare 
between the Municipal Building and 
O'Hare Airport would increase from 
about $7.50 to $9. 


A SIMILAR RATE schedule was ap- 


proved recently in Des Pl?ines. But the 
recommended price levels are below 
(hose authorized for the Prospect Cab 
Co. in Mount Prospect. 


'•If we find it is not enough, we will 


have to request another increase, prob- 
ably as high as the one recently passed 
in Mount Prospect," Tom Gillen, oper- 
ator of City Transport, told the finance 
committee. 


Specifically, the proposed fare changes 


are: 60 cents for the first 2/5 mile in- 
creased to 60 cents for the first 1/6 mile; 
10 cents for each additional 1/5 mile in- 
creased to 10 cents for each additional 
1/6 mile: traffic delay and waiting time 
now at $5 an hour increased to $6 an 
hour; and out- of-town fares from 60 cents 
a mile to 75 cents a mile. 


Arlington Heights Village Mgr. L. A. 


Hanson said the new rates would be 
"comparable to what's being charged in 
neighboring communities." 


THE INCREASE must be authorized 


by the full village board which will con- 
sider the matter at its next meeting 
April 15. 


The finance committee decided to send 


to the village board's legal committee a 
suggestion by Gillen that a limit be 
placed on the number of taxi licenses 
available in the village. 


Gillen said that increases should be 


made only after a hearing to determine 
need for additional taxis. 


"As it stands now, anyone can come in 


and for .$35 (the cost of a business li- 
cense) start up a company," he said. Gil- 
len has been operating cabs in Arlington 
Heights since 1952. 


Trustee J-. Burton Thompson said he 


was opposed to limiting 'the number of 
licenses available because of the effect it 
would have on competition. But he added 
he would not be opposed to interviewing 
future cab company operators in order to 
keep out what he called "fly-by-night op- 
erators." 


Weed cutters 
to prevent 
'runaway' in '74 


Weed cutters have been lined up for 


the village's 1974 weed-clearing program, 
according to Arlington. Heights Health 
Director Frank Charlton, who says he is 
determined not to let weeds become a 
runaway problem this year. 


Last summer, problems in retaining a 


person to cut weeds which exceed the 
lawful maximum of one foot in height 
caused delays in getting some overgrown 
lots cleared. 


The village procedure in cases of uncut 


weeds is to: 


• Second a letter ndtifying the proper- 


ty owner of the violation and giving him 
10 days in which to get the weeds cut. 


• Order the weeds cut if the owner 


does not, sending the bill to the property 
owner and.giving him 60 days in which to 
pay. 


• Place a lien against the property if 


the cutting bill is not paid within 60 days. 


The cost of a village-ordered weed cut- 


ting ranges from $25 for a 60-by-130-foot 
lot to $80 for a lot 200-by-200, Charlton 
said. 


Additional charges will be assessed if 


the property has to be cleared of debris 
before it can be cut. 


A lien against the property automati- 


cally adds $15 to the cost because of le- 
gal fees involved. 


A total of $5,500 has been budgeted for 


weed cutting this summer, Charlton said. 
Last year, about 150 lots were cut under 
village order.

School system sould challenge its students 


A school system should strive to 


challenge students in order to devel- 
op a good educational program, ac- 
cording to Vincent Battaglia, an in- 
cumbent of the Dist. 23 school board. 


Elected to a one-year term last 


A p r i l . Battaglia. an Arlington 
Heights resident, is seeking his first 
full term on the board. 


"We have to make sure the chil- 


dren coming into our district are 
challenged." he said. "The adminis- 
tration and teachers should keep 
abreast of developments in education 
in order to do this." 


MAINTAINING A HIGH level of 


education while keeping taxes low is 
one of the biggest problems the dis- 
trict will face in the future, Battaglia 
said. 


He said the problem is whether the 


district can keep the tax rate at the 
same level and continue to expand

programs. "With inflation, it's going 
to be difficult." 


In spite of soaring costs, the candi- 


date felt that the district has man- 
aged to stabilize its finances by 
avoiding "frills," such as excessive 
salaries 


Battaglia added that the role of a 


board member is that of being 
watchdog for public funds. 


DIST. 23 may be faced with the 


prospect of building a new school if 
land development continues, 
said 


Battaglia. But he added that he does 
not believe developers should be obli- 
gated to contribute land to a district 
for the purpose of building a school. 


Battaglia said schools need outside 


assistance that parents can provide 
in such areas as fund raising, for ex- 
ample. PTAs can also help schools 
because "they can be a bellweather 
for problems that are developing in 
the district." 


The candidate favors an emphasis 


on vocational education in the ele- 
mentary schools. "The sooner chil- 
dren are acquainted with the types of 
things around them, the sooner they 
become aware of the world."
